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A CHANCE FOR EDUCATIONAL REFORM 


RCHITECTS are once again being given a chance of reforming and refresh- 

ing the system of training in their profession. It may be their last chance. 

The arguments and conclusions of the Oxford Conference, which are given on 

pp. 960-962 are tolerably consistent and precise, and go a.long way to completing 

the picture which has been forming over the last few years. They deserve most 
careful attention. 


Some sections of the report will be readily accepted. Under the benevolent 
modern system of general education the average schoolboy ought to be able to 
reach ‘A’ level in two or three subjects, and to ask this of the potential architect 
would not be unreasonable. An escape clause could surely be devised for the 
occasional non-conformist. Nor can there be any serious objection to the 
second proposition of the Conference—namely, that courses of training un- 
worthy of ‘recognition’ for examination purposes are a contradiction in terms. 
All courses that are responsibly conducted ought to be ‘recognisable.’ and the 
RIBA, while maintaining its External Examinations for statutory reasons and 
as a standard of attainment, should make sure that the numbers of students 
who are compelled to pass through them are progressively diminished. Finally, 
the value which the Conference placed on advanced studies after graduation 
will not be questioned, provided they are not carried on in ivory towers. 


But the heart of the matter lies in the nature and variety of the graduate 
courses to be ‘recognised.’ The Conference verdict is that they may be con- 
ducted either wholly in schools or on a basis of inter-change between offices 
and schools. The advantages and drawbacks of full-time schools of architecture 
have been discussed ad nauseam. Architects and students alike join in con- 
demning a wholly academic training unrelated to the facts of life in the profession 
and the industry, and it would certainly be difficult to justify the creation of 
any new full-time schools. The McMorran Committee made recommendations 
for encouraging courses of combined training in school and office, and several 
such courses have since emerged, or are emerging. One recommendation was 
that there should be effective means of local co-operation between teachers and 
employers to manage combined courses in the interest of students, and this is 
fundamental. From the time he chooses his profession the student should be 
under the joint sponsorship of office and school so that the division of his time 
and work between the one and the other is not left to chance, and so that when 
he comes to look for regular employment he is not surprised to find that the 
practice of architecture at the drawing board and on the site is always exacting 
and seldom glamorous. It is fashionable to decry pupilage as a means of 
training, but the fact remains that mutual loyalty and respect between master 
and pupil have been sources of benefit and inspiration to architects and archi- 
tecture. It may not be too visionary to suggest that a real theory of contem- 
porary architecture will not emerge until continuity of thought and experience 
has been re-established. 


The aim of the profession must now be to break down the distinctions that 
have grown up between practising architecture and teaching it and studying it. 
Responsibility for training cannot any longer be shuffled on to a teaching cadre, 
and architects in official and private practice alike must bear their part. This is 
the challenge of the Oxford Conference, and it is now for the RIBA and its 
allied societies and the Architects’ Registration Council to make their dis- 
positions to meet it. 
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A SUCCESSFUL CONFERENCE 
HE theme of this year’s British Architects’ Conference, which was held 
at Newcastle upon Tyne with the Northern Architectural Association 
as hosts, was not the easiest if practical conclusions were to be drawn, and, 
indeed, the authors of the two papers discussed, SiR WILLIAM HOLFoRD and 
PROFESSOR ROBERT MATTHEW, confessed that they were not altogether happy 


upon receiving their briefs. 


In the event, and despite a feeling on the first 


day that architects would be left as their critics often depict them—with their 
heads in the clouds and their feet off the ground—some useful conclusions 
were drawn ; those who take the trouble to read the summary of the discussions 
printed in this issue, and read the papers will find much practical good advice 
on how they can play their part in making our towns and housing estates better 


places in which to live. 


Much of the credit for this must go to the activities 


of the Study Group who, after the discussion had fallen flat on the first morning, 
put in much good work in guiding it along productive lines at the second session. 

The Conference realised clearly that the great disruptive force of our old city 
centres, and indeed of communities generally, is the motor-car, and it was 
generally accepted that some restrictions on its use are essential if all that the 
town can offer is not to be destroyed. The Conference was perhaps best summed 
up by Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, City Architect for Birmingham, who said 
that it had pin-pointed the present position of the architect, who henceforward 
must always think of a building not purely as a rendered drawing but in its 
setting in a large area. Architects were at last coming to deal with the whole 
environment of the age ; the Conference marked the end of the Beaux Arts 
era of grandiose design, and architects had now come to the ‘ warm art of civic 


design.’

employee’s work has been given by Mr. 
Simon, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury. During the debate on the 
Finance Bill on May 12, he stated that 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
would approve. societies for the 
purpose of allowance of subscriptions 
by reference to the criteria which 
were laid down in the Bill, and subject to 
the usual rights of 
appeal. ‘ The general 
test will be,’ he said, 
‘whether a society’s 
activities are wholly 
or mainly of a pro- 
fessional or learned 
character. Where 
such a body also has 
significant activities 
of a different kind, 
such as the prose- 
cution of — salary 
ciaims, there is pro- 
vision for the 
deduction of a fairly 
apportioned part of 
the subscription.’

scriptions to associa- 
tions and statutory 
registration fees paid 
by such people as 
architects as a con- 
dition of being 
allowed to practise 
will also be allowed.’ 
RIBA members will 
take some comfort, 
no doubt, from the 
fact that the bigger 
the subscription, the 
bigger the tax relief.

This is not the place to discuss the 
rightness or otherwise of establ shing 
colleges with a bias towards studei ts oj 
any particular discipline, but it ma: well 
be the occasion to consider the «rchi- 
tectural problems which arise fror. the 
need to introduce a brand-new college 
into an ancient University. Camb idge, 
as a study of recent development will 
show, is certainly more venturesome 
architecturally than her sister University 
of Oxford, yet the task facing the archi- 
tect appointed cannot be an easy one. It 
will be helped, no doubt, by the locus of 
the site mentioned which is well «away 
from the main university area, and will 
not bring up in a violent form the prob- 
lem of good-neighbourliness which the 
lay mind finds so difficult of solution, as 
was recently observed in the matter of 
the new building proposed for Queen’s. 
The architectural appointment will be 
awaited with great interest; we shall hope 
it may be soon to enable plans to be 
forwarded to a point where the first brick 
may be laid by that master bricklayer, Sir 
Winston himself. 


Indian Architectural Design 


THAT INDIAN QUALIFIED ARCHITECTS are 
perturbed at the declared intention of 
their Government to lay down ‘a policy 
on architecture’ becomes obvious from 
the letter printed in our Correspondence 
columns this week from the Madras 
architect, Mr. L. M. Chitale, FRIBA. 
The Indian Deputy Minister for Works is 
reported as saying that since the Govern- 
ment is now the only major builder in the 
country, it is high time that a coherent 
policy in regard to architecture be 
evolved. ‘ Divergence in the architectural 
styles in the same places’ he finds * jar- 
ring to aesthetics.’ 

There will be sympathetic understand- 
ing of the natural desire of a young 
government to establish a national archi- 
tectural style, but a country as old and 
as steeped in the arts as India does well 
to remember that style can never be 
imposed on the artist; it must grow (as 
Mr. Chitale rightly says) out of the 
development of human personality and 4 
way of life. What can happen when the 
State takes too active a part in con'rol- 
ling and directing the arts is seer in 
Russia where the art of architecture 1 
only now beginning to show faint s‘gns 
of emerging from the stereotyping process 
to which it has long been subjected. 

We shall hope that in the interests ol 
world art the Indian Institute of Achii ects

that, boy—you’re not at 
Churchill College yet !’

An excellent example of the 
‘sel{-produced ’ type of report, it gives a 
full and interesting account of a large 
and varied programme of work, accom- 
plished, in hand or in_ preparation, 


including housing, a swimming pool, a 
central library, hostels for the aged and 
the handicapped, a variety of schools and 
numerous other works. Several of these 
(architectural quality excellent) are illus- 
trated by attractive sketches (plans and 
perspectives), the work of Mr. K. E. 
Graham, and there is a graph showing 
the construction costs of council houses 
since 1946. 

The report includes some hopeful notes 
on co-operation with private developers 
under the Town Planning Acts. Since the 
end of the war the department has super- 
vised work to a_ value’ exceeding 
£10,500,000.

Government-dictated 
Architecture 


To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—The following news was printed 
in Indian daily newspapers on 
April 1: 

‘In view of the enormous building 
construction carried out by the Govern- 
ment, “a policy on architecture” will be 
shortly laid down by the Government. 
This was revealed by Mr. A. K. Chanda, 
Deputy Minister for Works, Housing and 
Supplies, intervening in the debate in the 
Lok Sabha on the demands for grants for 
the Ministry. 

‘Mr. Chanda said that Government 
was the only major builder in the country 
now and it was high time that a coherent 
policy in regard to architecture was 
evolved. Divergence in, the architectural 
styles in the same places were “ jarring” 
to aesthetics. He had discussed this 
matter with the Prime Minister and the 
latter had suggested that a note be pre- 
pared so that it could be discussed at the 
highest level, Mr. Chanda said. 

Exactly 50 years ago the celebrated art 
critic, Havell, remarked: ‘ Indian Art cries 
out for bread; we give it museums, ex- 
hibitions and archaeology.’ We shall now 
be giving it a ‘coherent policy,’ should 
the highest level discussion, now contem- 
plated by the Ministry of Works, Housing 
and Supply, materialise. Was there any 
State architectural policy that produced 
the Taj; the shrines of Mount Abu, the 
Kailas at Ellora; the Moghul Palaces, 
Mosques and Mausoleums, not to men- 
tion public offices, irrigation works and 
everything of practical utility that the art 
of building could provide, which our 
ancestors built? What were the State 
laws that dictated the siting of these 
architectural treasures, without ‘jarring’ 


aesthetics? It is for the historian of 
Indian Art to answer. The hereditary 
craftsmen imbued with Indian culture 


and way of life who, in the words of Sir 
George Birdwood, had ‘contentment of 
mind and leisure, and pride and pleasure 
in it for its own sake, which are essential 
to all artistic excellence, created these 
marvels, under no compulsion. Even in 
those days the State was the major 
builder. 

The fundamental requisites to ensure civic 
aesthetics and prevent architectural atroci- 
ties are rigid adherence to the principles of 
zoning and the designing of all important 
civic buildings by true architects with 
creative ability, imbued with Indian culture 
and tradition. Modern architectural design 
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tends to become more and more functional 
and unless 


heterogenous functions are 
segregated, disharmony and jarring civic 
aesthetics are bound to result. It is idle to 


expect harmony, if places of worship and 
places of business, institutions for recreation 
and amusements are permitted to grow to- 
gether, without planned separation. Civic 
art is the responsibility of local administra- 
tion, and it is difficult to conceive how a 
central policy can secure zoning and exam- 
ination of designs for approval, to suit 
local conditions. Rigid principles might lead 
to monotony and stereotyping, * sameness’ 
of architectural design and sad levelling 
down of architectural character. This would 
also lead to speculative builders producing 
dull and timid schemes. This fear is now 
being expressed by planning experts in 
Western countries where new towns are 
being planned for the dispersal of popula- 
tion. Delivering recently the Sir Alfred 
Bossom lecture at the Royal Society of Arts, 
London, Mr. Frederick Gibberd made the 
point that it was more important to encour- 
age the development of human personality 
and the correct way of life than to seek 
regimentation. Paul Valery defined archi- 
tecture as the most finished, most total of 


all arts. I would therefore prefer a policy 
of laissez-faire in respect of architecture. 
Much of the disharmony obviously 


apparent to the onlooker in any city in 
India would not be there had intruders into 
the profession of architecture been pre- 
vented from designing structures of impor- 
tance in our urban areas. It is rarely 
realised that architecture is an art, and 
needs considerable training, vast experience 
and deep insight into India’s cultural heri- 
tage and tradition in addition to dexterity 
in adapting styles evolved in the West to 
Indian conditions. ‘Hybridisation’ kills 
art, and exotic styles planted in our soil 
can produce nothing but novelty and dis- 
harmony. To evolve styles that would 
carry our architectural progress further is 
much more difficult than copying from the 
West. It depends primarily on the training 
we impart to those responsible for siting 
and designing of civic structures. The real 
remedy lies in improving the quality of 
training now available to the aspirants of 
the profession. 
Fine arts throughout history developed 
by patronage bestowed on creative minds 
and not by Governmental policies. This is 
true of architecture, as of music, painting 
and sculpture. Only by planning and zoning 
and by preventing pretenders to the pro- 
fession can we prevent the creation of civic 
ugliness. Will the high-level discussion con- 
templated consider these fundamental 
factors in our architectural progress?

Architects and ‘Spec’ Housing 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR.—As I suspected would be the case, 
the recent ‘ Design Pays ’ Symposium 
at the RIBA (as reported in your last 
issue) carefully avoided the question of 
architects’ fees in connection with specu- 
lative housebuilding. 
There was much well-meaning talk of the 
‘let’s get together’ kind, but little about 
how the ordinary ‘spec.’ builder, who con- 
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tinues to spatter the country with mere- 
tricious development, can be induced to 
mend his ways. 

As I have suggested in recent letters in 
your columns, he will never pay architects’ 
scale fees while he can avoid duing so, and 
one cannot blame him. This is a case for 
some form of compulsory action in the 
public interest. Can we really afford to 
stand idly by and watch the further desecra- 
tion of our afflicted country? 

Another matter that needs prompt atten- 
tion is the proportion of building work 
carried out to the designs of architects. This 
has been variously estimated at from 20 to 
50 per cent. Surely we could have the 
approximately correct figure if some authori- 
tative organisation cared to apply to the 
planning authorities concerned. (A job for 
the statistical! department of the RIBA?) It 
would be instructive to know how much of 
the heavy balancé of ‘ unarchitected’ work 
is due to the activities of the speculative 
housebuilder. If all building work, or even 
another 20 or 30 per cent., were architect- 
designed there would be no talk of the 
profession being overcrowded.

Payments to Subcontractors 
To the Editor of The Builder 


<IR,—The letter from Mr. W. W. J. 
Trollope (your issue of May 9) sug- 
gests a need to draw attention to the 
following opinion of the Joint Contracts 
Tribunal issued as Practice Note 20: 

‘It was the opinion of the Tribunal that 
Architects in issuing Certificates to the 
Contractor should, as a matter of good 
practice, inform each Nominated Sub- 
Contractor of the amount included therein 
for him.’ 

The Practice Note was published in the 
RIBA Journal for July, 1950. 

Mr. Gallannaugh, in his letter of May 2, 
spoke quite generally of the desirability of 
architects giving this information to ‘sub- 
contractors,’ and, where it was possible for 
architects to assist non-nominated as well 
as nominated sub-contractors in this way, 
the contracts do run more smoothly. Mr. 
Gallannaugh also suggests that, in conse- 
quence of the Cheques Act, 1957, quantity 
surveyors may find difficulty in ascertaining 
whether or not financial liabilities to sub- 
contractors have been discharged by the 
main contractor owing to receipts not being 
available. I would like to assure him that 
all member associations of this Federation 
were advised in November, 1957, that, in 
view of the terms of Clause 21 (c) of the 
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RIBA form of main contract, nominated 
sub-contractors should continue to issue 
receipts for payments received from main 
contractors under certificates issued by the 
architect; and should take care that such 
receipts are sufficiently detailed to identify 
the certificate under which the payment was 
made and the work in respect of which it 
was due. It was added that nominated sub- 
contractors would also be well advised to 
let the architect know that they were con- 
tinuing to issue receipts. 

The Federation appreciates the practice 
adopted by Mr. Gallannaugh and others and 
has, it will appear from the above, done 
what it could to reciprocate.

S!R,—The letter from Mr. W. W. J. 

Trollope in your issue of May 9 
betrays a regrettable attitude which is all 
too common in the profession he repre- 
sents. 

What your correspondent overlooks is 
that in most cases the architect appoints the 
contractor, and the sub-contractors have no 
say in selecting those with whom they have 
to work. There is, therefore, a moral 
responsibility on the part of the architect 
towards sub-contractors, and I suggest it 
is not sufficient to issue a certificate to a 
contractor and let the sub-contractors take 
pot luck. 

The RIBA and other forms of contract 
recognise this moral responsibility by laying 
down certain regulations for the protection 
of sub-contractors, and the RIBA in their 
practice notes even go so far as to recom- 
mend to their members the very procedure 
which Mr. Trollope finds so irksome and 
expensive. 

I submit, Sir, it is not a question of who 
pays or who gets the benefit; it is one of 
obvious duty and responsibility.

IR,—As an interested reader of your 
journal, particularly of the I tters 
which are published on a variet of 
topics, I have yet to read any corresp dnd- 
ence touching upon a subject aout 
which I feel most strongly, as dc no 
doubt others of your subscribers. 

There must be literally thousands of ‘irst- 
class builders’ estimators who throug out 
their careers have not and indeed wil! not 
achieve a salary of £1,000 per anaum 
gross, despite the fact that they are culled 
upon to use their long experience and t-ain- 
ing in tendering for work running into six 
figures. Despite the importance of the 
work and the financial risks involved, how 
strange it is that the vast majority of em- 
ployers consider that their appreciation is 
adequately expressed and their obligation 
fully met by paying salaries around £750 to 
£900 per annum for this exacting and per- 
sonally financially unrewarding work. 

In an attempt to break through the salary 
barrier, I have attended interviews with not- 
unheard-of contracting firms, who, whilst 
satisfying themselves as to capabilities, 
loyalty, trustworthiness, etc., have visibly 
blenched at the mention of £1,000 p.aa. 
This in itself does not matter too much; 
far worse is the realisation that these firms, 
whilst appearing to ooze integrity plus, 
have not the good manners to acknowledge 
the time one has given or at least to take 
the trouble to write and decline one’s ser- 
vices. When one considers the risk the 
employee takes in joining a company these 
days, it is about time that the applicant 
should ask for similar guarantees. 

Much more could be added touching 
upon material expressions of satisfaction 
(which in itself could help to boost an 
otherwise poor return) when it is known 


that a contract has paid the company 
handsomely—but that is another facet of 
“Mr. Average Contractor’ today, and 


would lengthen this letter far beyond the 
bounds intended.

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A NEWCASTLE DIARY 


From Our Own Representative 


F the elements combined to make 

Newcastle’s reception of its guests at 
the Conference rather a chilly one, the 
warmth of hospitality offered by the 
Northern Architectural Association soon 
dispelled any lurking doubts that man 
might be in league with the weather, 
although it had been rather shattering, 
after leaving the South in conditions of 
near drought, to be told by the hotel 
porter that it had been ‘ raining since last 
Saturday.’ 

Most of the 600 or so members attend- 
ing appeared to have arrived in time to 
claim their badges from the Conference 
headquarters at the Old Assembly Rooms 
and to be welcomed at the informal 
reception, held in the same building, by 
the President of ‘the Northern Architec- 
tural Association and Mrs. McIntyre and 
by Mr. Kenneth Cross, the President, and 
his niece, Miss Jenifer Cross. 

This informal note was to set the tone 
for what proved to be a highly successful 
Conference, although at one time the 
vastness of the subject and some vague- 
ness about what exactly was to be 
discussed created some misgivings among 
those who like to have their feet 
on the ground if their head is to be in 
the clouds. However, as was again proved 
at the Conference, when driven into any- 
thing like a corner the RIBA can call on 
a wealth of talent to come to its rescue. 
An interesting series of tours, with some- 
thing to suit the antiquarian or student 
of opencast coal mining, coupled with a 
varied social programme, combined to 
make the Newcastle Conference good 
value in the best sense of the word. 

The serious business began at 9.30 on 
Thursday morning at the lecture theatre 
of the Literary and Philosophical Society.

As is customary at the 
Conference, the authors of 
the two papers presented, 
Sir William Holford and 
Professor Robert 
Matthew, took their papers as read, but 
each gave resumés of their respective sub- 
jects which were greatly enlivened by 
some of the best collections of archi- 
tectural lantern slides that are likely to 
have been seen. Messrs. J. L. Womersley 
and J. H. Napper initiated the dis- 
cussion, but could hardly have been said 
to set the ball rolling as when they had 
finished speaking the discussion fell dead. 
At this point the President wisely 
adjourned the discussion until the follow- 
ing morning, when the good work put in 
by the Study Group, which worked under 
the chairmanship of Mr. W. A. Allen, on 
guiding the discussion into useful chan- 
nels, was to bear fruit.

areas. Such a step, he declared, wou'd 
among other things solve Oxford’s road 
problem.

Prisoners’ Chapel 


THE Bishop of Dover (the Rt. Rev. 
Lewis E. Meredith) recently paid a special 


visit to Pattison’s Farm at Aldington, 
near Ashford—a farm * prison-without- 
bars "—to dedicate a simple, but, in many 


ways, strikingly beautiful, little chapel. 
which is almost entirely the work of one 
of the prisoners, a man highly skilled in 
woodwork. The loft of an old barn has 
been transformed by this master of his 
craft into a place of worship in the 
‘open’ prison, where the need of it has 
long been felt. 


The idea was that of the Governor of 
Maidstone Prison (Mr. R. M. Ffinch), 
who grasped the opportunity offered by 
the arrival of this highly-skilled wood- 
worker in the prison to build the chapel. 
A Kent Borstal institution provided the 
wood—mostly elm—which was rough 
cut at Maidstone Prison. Elm planks 
have been used to panel the walls of the 
old barn. The altar is beautifully carved 
A tree which stood beside the barn has 
provided the chancel rails and the lectern. 
A chair for the officiating clergyman and 
a litany desk have been = skilfully 
made.

THE HOUSE IS SCREENED FROM SCOTBY VILLAGE BY 
an apple orchard. Only the narrow end of this 
long building is visible from the drive, which rises 
through sculptural earthworks. The children’s 
wing (playroom, bath and three bunkrooms) is 
separated from the main building by a glass link 
through which is seen the external fireplace to the 
living-room and its white concrete funnel. The 
living-room has a south wall of sliding glass windows 
opening on to a stone terrace at floor level. The 
double-conoidal roof rises to a parabolic clerestory 
window at east and west. These windows provide 
morning and evening light and frame a_ black 
calligraphy of trees. The joists of this roof are 
gathered on a central beam supported at one end by 
the cylindrical concrete chimney. The dining-room 
at one end of the living-room is screened by an open 
cabinet fitting. The low ceiling is black glossy 
enamel with a circular white drum and domelight 
over the table.

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HE Eastern Region of British Railways is carrying 
out a programme of modernising waiting rooms 
in existing stations. The architects to the Region are 
faced with two main problems. The first is to make 
the best use of the existing space without incurring 
major structural alterations. The second is to choose 
materials which are attractive and comfortable but 
which will also stand up to a great deal of hard wear 
and which can be easily cleaned. Ingenious planning 
and the use of suspended ceilings has given the 
rooms a more human scale and the choice of materials 
includes tiles, mosaic, laminated plastics, vitreous 
enamel, hardwood and washable plastic fabrics. 
The furniture*in the waiting rooms was designed by 
Robin Day for the Eastern Region BR but is now 
included in the standard range of the manufacturers. 
Intended for hard use, the lower 6 in. of the legs are 


of stainless steel and the construction is unusually 
rigid.

This was designed on the assumption 
that large uninterrupted floor areas are an 
advantage in factory planning and pro- 
duction and would give the maximum 
flexibility for this purpose. Large spans 
would normally be comparatively expen- 
sive, but by adopting the proposed system 
this has been achieved economically. 
Several problems inherent in the long span 
construction had to be considered, such 
as the self weight of the structural units, 
ease of erection and the repetition of 
precast members. 

The space frame girder, which is the 
‘main structural unit, consists of identical 
triangular-shaped frames which form two 
inclined Warren girders, in turn connected 
at the top by precast concrete planks and 
at the bottom by rectangular ties at 6 ft. 
centres. The frame is monitor-shaped in 
section and forms continuous lanterns at 
28 ft. centres, the actual factory roof being 
supported on the tension booms of the 
girders. Precast concrete purlins span 


the 18 ft. between the adjacent space 
frames and in turn support 6 ft. long chan- 
nel reinforced 2 in. thick woodwool slabs 
which form the actual decking. 

The main frames are brought to the 
site in comparatively small prefabricated 
units (the largest one weighing 7 cwt.) 
which are easy to transport. The units 
are then assembled immediately below 
their final positions on sleepers at 6 ft. 
centres, 1 in. gaps being left between the 
adjacent concrete triangles and levelled 
to provide 2 in. camber for roof falls. 
The triangles are supported in their 
inclined position at the apex by a prop. 
After the concrete slabs forming the roof 
of the monitor have been positioned, the 
8 in. gap between them is shuttered on the 
underside and the two triangle frames and 
slabs spanning on to them are connected 
by an in-situ joint. The prestressing wire 
cables are then passed through the pre- 
formed cavities in the bottom boom of the 
girder, a special bridging piece made of a 
tape-covered spiral being placed in the gap 
between the adjacent units. The cavity 
thus protected from being filled, the joint 
is packed with sand and cement mortar 
and left to mature. After sufficient 
strength in all the mortar joints has been 
developed the boom is then post-tensioned 
and the cavity grouted. The whole space 
frame weighing 20 tons is now ready to be 
lifted on to the T-shaped columns which 
will support it. These are wedged tightly 
in the pockets of their bases until the 
dowelled connection between the frame 
and the column has been made. The 
columns are then plumbed and concreted 


949 


in their bases, and dowel holes grouted up. 

The space frames are designed as pinned 
at the top of the columns and all the wind 
forces are taken in both directions by the 
columns themselves. In the transverse 
direction the columns are connected by 
simple precast beams which also form the 
last purlin supporting the decking and 
carry the precast concrete gutters or fascia 
members which serve as a water check. 
As a result of this structural treatment the 
main factory roof is kept at the minimum 
required clearance level and there is no loss 
incurred in heating an excessive volume 
of air in the factory, so frequent with large 
span buildings. 

The top and bottom booms of the girders 
form a continuous support for the patent 
glazing. The girders themselves are ex- 
tremely flexible in that with only three 
different precast units, variations in span 
can be achieved in 6 ft. lengths between 
limits of 60 ft. to 90 ft. economically. All 
main frames have been designed to support 
at any node point a crane rail and hoisting 
block to lift 10 cwt. During the assembly 
of the units provision would be made for 
a reasonable camber to suit any particular 
span with a consequent saving in having 
to lay screeds to fall. A provision for 
extension in the direction of the span of 
the girders has been made by designing the 
columns for double load and by leaving 
sufficient room on the cross-piece of the 
column to support the second girder. 
Extensions in the other direction could 
be made by adding further columns and 
girders to replace a temporary load-bearing 
wall which would support the end purlins.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘The Builder’ of May 22, 1858 


THE LABOUR QUESTION.—I observe 
with great pain the depressed condition 
of the operative builders. Shall nothing 
be found for them but the bleak prospect 
of the union workhouse? 

I cannot but revert to the statement 
which appeared only a week ago on the 
increase of insanity among the poor. To 
what is this to be subscribed? I would 
suggest, as a highly probable cause, the 
increase of intemperance in consequence 
of the want of comfortable homes, which 
in London especially sénds men, and 
women too, I fear, to the gin-shop. 

While thousands of acres are still lying 
waste in Yorkshire, in Suffolk, and in 
Cornwall, which might certainly be re- 
claimed at less expense than building 
workhouses, is it not criminal to ‘ook 
with apathy on the sufferings of people 
in our great cities pining for healthy em- 
ployment, for remunerative labour?

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Character in the Architecture of Towns 


Two papers on the above subject were given at the British Architects’ Conference 
held at Newcastle upon Tyne from May 14 to 17, the first by Professor Sir William 
Holford, FRIBA, MTPI, FILA, and the second by Professor Robert H. Matthew, 
CBE, MA, ARSA, FRIBA. From these we take the following substantial extracts. 


The Character of Places 


Ok the first time in some years, said 
SiR WILLIAM HOLForpD, the Confer- 
ence s to discuss a subject in the realm 
of aesthetics. Although theoretical, the 
subject is at the same time extremely 
practical in its application; for it deals 
with « quality in the appearance of build- 
ings which is less often achieved nowa- 
days ‘han it used to be. Perhaps it only 
seems that this is so; yet it is clear that 
there is a good deal of concern about this 
lack of quality. Last year the Conference 
Papers dealt with ‘ Finance, Design and 
Durability of Buildings ’; and much that 
was valuable was said about maintenance. 
At the back of every architect’s mind the 
thou; ht was implicit that the buildings to 
be maintained should at least be worth 
main‘aining. 

The same condition applies to the 
preservation of buildings, that they 
should be worth preserving; and to new 
work. that it should be worth starting up 
the complicated machinery that con- 
struc's a building and brings it into use. 
So that, although our subject is wide and 
general and full of value-judgments, it is 
fundamental to our whole purpose as 
architects; and it is also topical. It is 
time we said something on the subject of 
initiative and control in architectural 
and town design, and cleared our own 
minds before saying it. 


PRESERVATION OF THE PAST, 
FEAR OF THE FUTURE 


Right at the outset is a large question 
that has to be faced in defining architec- 
tural character in towns, and that is the 
claims of Preservation. In a sense, charac- 
ter is enhanced by age and maturity. It 
is in the natural order of things that old 
buildings should become rare and that a 
mature landscape should be more 
precious than one whose form and plant- 
ing has only just been taken in hand. 


Since the Planning Act of 1947, build- 
ings of special architectural and historic 
interest have begun to be listed, and for 
these buildings you need a licence for 
demolition. The listing is by no means 
complete; yet even now some 200 listed 
buildings a year are pulled down, in addi- 
tion to those which become obsolete 
through lack of maintenance. Since 1953 
the plight of these has been to a small 
degree relieved by grants made, on the 
recommendation of the Historic Build- 
ings Councils, by the Minister of Works. 
The Councils try to ensure their con- 
tinued use for the purpose for which they 
were designed—in other words to pre- 
serve them in character. 

The movement for preservation, on the 
part of those who love old buildings 
either for their architectural] design or as 
examples of social history, is wholly 
encouraging. This will remain so as long 


as the motives of preservation remain 
genuine. There is no doubt that the results 
are becoming more and more widely 
appreciated alike by our own public 
and by visitors. And it is fair to say that 
this movement would not have progressed 
even as far as it has without the backing 
of general sentiment which has produced 
a greater sensibility. 


Comfort 


After sentiment comes comfort—a 
rather less admirable guide to public con- 
duct, though almost uni- 
versal in private affairs. 
Comfort in matters of 
taste and design has 
assumed the proportions 
of a major social disaster. 
Comfort cannot tolerate 
the unfamiliar, the disturb- 
ing or the _ inventive. 
Committees and councils 
clutch at it in order to 
save themselves from 
thinking about anything 
as upsetting as a principle 
of design, or anything as 
distant as the needs of 
future generations. Practi- 
cal men use the word 
traditional as if they 
thought it was a policy 
that had been maintained 
up to the time of their 
grandfathers, but was now 
incapable of renewal. And 
planning committees, in 
particular, have used the 
blessed word ‘amenity’ 
like a fur coat, to insulate 
themselves against the 
searching winds of originality. 


To people like this, only the old and 
tried is comfortable; everything else is, in 
that minted phrase, ‘ injurious to amenity’ 
—in other words, unpleasant. Architects, 
at certain times, resent this attitude; per- 
haps without realising how ingrained it 
has, become in the national character. 
With few exceptions we are almost the 
onlv country in which the owner of a new 
house is less proud of it than the owner 
of an old one. 


Apprehension 


From preservation as a doctrine of 
comfort, it is a short step to preservation 
for fear of the future. This attitude is 
understandable but none the less deplor- 
able. It is understandable because it is so 
often true that some old building of 
character, or a whole street, is demolished 
to make way for something, put up in a 
hurry, that has no character at all and 
never will have. To cut down an ancient 
avenue of lime or beech trees is some- 
times a regrettable necessity; and it can be 
atoned for by planting young trees that 
one day will be of equal value. The 
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difficulty- in regard to buildings is that 
there are fewer people who will take the 
future on trust in the same way. They 
are fearful of it and one cannot 
altogether blame them. 


For a real opportunity to be made two 
things are wanted; a client who cares and 
a designer who is sensitive to the nature 
of the problem. Only too often the new 
owner looks no further than convenience, 
utility or short-term. financial return (and 
there is no requirement that he should do 
otherwise); and the architect, if there is 
one, produces a hackneyed design quite 
unsuited to the needs of the occasion. If 
you doubt this consider some of the most 
characteristic buildings of the past in your 
own town and look at what has replaced 
them. In London, for example, seek out 
the sites of a round dozen of Wren’s City 
Churches demolished before the blitz, or

at Robert Adam’s Adelphi or at Berkeley- 
square. In Newcastle ask what would 
adequately replace Holy Jesus Hospital, 
or the Royal Arcade; and in scores of 
pre-war and post-war suburbs or housing 
estates (with some admirable exceptions) 
note what has happened to the historic 
country house and its park that might 
have provided social and aesthetic relief 
to a now monotonous landscape. 


One of the underlying causes of trouble 
seems to us comparatively simple. It is 
that there is a great deal of confusion 
between the functions of administration 
and those of design. On the preservation 
of historic buildings many voices must 
obviously be heard—politicians and other 
public men and women, art-historians 
and archivists, the National Trust, 
amenity societies, local authorities, 
owners and occupiers—with their estate 
managers, lawyers and agents. And 
although advice would be needed from 
architects and other designers on ques- 
tions of authenticity and structure and 
planting and so on, the final decision to 
be taken is essentially an administrative 
one. 


Fl 
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AMENITY AND UTILITY 


In this matter also there are different 
methods of approach. Broadly speaking 
there are two views of what town and 
country may become—landscapes of 
amenity or landscapes of technology. 
Those who strive for amenity try to find 
harmony in al] things, in building forms 
and local materials, in humanist prin- 
ciples of building composition and in an 
agricultural countryside, in pictorial 
qualities reminiscent of Cotman and the 
early Turner.. When driven to make a 
hard choice they will ultimately prefer 
mock-Tudor and leaded lights to metal- 
framed plate glass, because the former 
‘“harmonises’ and the latter does not. 
They are against advertisements for the 
simple reason that these are designed to 
draw attention to themselves, and they 
object to skys¢rapers on the same prin- 
ciple. They protest valiantly against tree- 
felling and against every kind of mast or 
overhead wire, and are perplexed by 
motorways and car parks, and the general 
impact of the motor-car on towns, 
favouring restriction and control. 

The producers and the pioneers, on the 
other hand, as well as most children, are 
attracted by some aspects of the land- 
scape of technology, and are thrilled by 
the idea of space travel. They are inter- 


ested in the motor-car, not only for itself 
but for the power and freedom it can 
give under favourable conditions; and 
they want to improve these conditions; 
and to design fully motorised towns. 
They admire big dams and high buildings, 
reinforced concrete bridges and nuclear 
reactors, and the contrast these afford to 
the familiar buildings and the more settled 
landscapes in which they have been 
brought up. They want to come to terms 
with them, as Brunel did with his broad- 
gauge railway from Paddington to Bristol, 
which he engineered with such skill and 
artistry over 100 years ago. 


It may occur to you that the character 
of our environment is likely to be split in 
two by this schizophrenia. 


But between the two extremes there is 
every grade of intermediate opinion; and 
what is even more complicated, different 
attitudes are held by the same person, at 
various times. of his life. Sometimes, 
also, they depend on the particular 
activity with which he is concerned at the 
moment. 


Housing 


In relation to housing Mr. Eric Lyons 
recently put forward three possible 
courses of administrative action. The 
first was to prohibit speculative building

He hoped that this 
would become the architect’s ans ver to 
a baffling problem; and personally : agree 
with him. 


But an architect as such might be 
expected to appreciate both points of view 
—amenity and utility—and also ‘nde. 
stand how to create the former whik 
attending to the latter. In other words, jt 
is his proper function to look both back. 
wards and forwards. Moreover, there 
can be design in the grouping of buildings 
as well as in single ones; and it has always 
been one of the greatest of architectural 
faculties to produce a unity of visual 
character out of what might otherwise be 
a collection of parts—monotonous or 
muddled. In throwing away aesthetic 
control of every sort we throw awcy the 
possibility of designing a town, or a 
coherent part of it. This country hasa 
long history, notably at the time of urban 
estate development by the great land. 
lords, when architects and surveyors and 
engineers were quite used to putting 
forward one day a design of their own 
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for a particular work—even speculatively 
on occasion—and the next day co-ordin- 
ating and criticising the designs of others 
jn the interests of the estate as a whole. 
There are, after all, private and public 
sspecis of civic architecture, just as there 
are of a citizen’s behaviour. 

The important thing is that both the 
small and the great design should be in 
the hands of those who know what they 
are doing. This means, in aesthetic mat- 
ters, nose who know how to design; and 
in administrative matters those who 
understand the true economy of the 
undertaking and know how to draw up a 
progr imme. 


The Problem of Scale 


My own feeling is that the first and 
most useful exercise is to break down 
the problem in terms of scale. Modern 
archi. ecture has adopted the module, but 
has lost hold of scale. I mean scale in the 
medizval sense, whereby steps (the 
Italians word for which is scale), and 
mouiijings, and the life-sized figures 
round the porches, gave a human 
measure to the aspiring godlike structures 
of veult, tower and spire with which they 
were contrasted. 

The classical orders (as many writers 
have pointed out) related the part to the 
whole but in a strictly modular fashion. 
A colossal temple had colossal columns, 
an outsize door, and a stylobate to match. 

I often think that the wide appeal 
of Georgian and especially Regency 
domestic architecture is precisely its com- 
bination of scale with the module. The 
balusters and railings, the flat brick arches 
and the rusticated stone, and the windows 
of living rooms and bedrooms, are just 
as inodular as the actual or implied 
Corinthian order; but they are themselves 
relatively small and so they succeed in 
maintaining the human scale. However 
large the mansion, its design is compre- 
hensible. The scale may increase to the 
heroic and the inconvenient—as at 
Blenheim—but never to the supernatural. 

But a good many of the mechanical 
-Structures and services of today are super- 
natural in this sense—the high-speed lift 
as compared with the staircase, the cool- 
ing tower, the 750 ft. television mast, the 
exterior cladding of the UN Secretariat, 
which gives no clue, until you go inside 
it, of the way it relates to the human 
scale. These structures do not conform 
to a tidy aesthetic. They are outside the 
Tules regulating subtopian behaviour. 

Sometimes the module is_ repeated 
monotonously, without any sense of con- 
trol, like a damaged gramophone record, 
or a filing cabinet between mirrors, end- 
lessly recurring. Sometimes the structure 

ds unintelligible to the ordinary observer, 
with no apparent relation between func- 
ticn and effect—like the inside of a wire- 
less cabinet. And sometimes the dimen- 
sions are so huge that they impress the 
Spectator without kindling any human 
emotion. 

At the other end of the scale are the 
small things—lighting standards, post- 
and-wire fences, distribution poles and 
overhead lines, television aerials, direction 
Signs, vent pipes. Singly they make little 
impact on the consciousness; but as they

accumulate a sort of backyard atmo- 
sphere is set up in which pride of appear- 
ance becomes awkward, unprofitable and 
eventually useless. 


The complete architectural approach to 
this problem, however, must surely be to 
distinguish first of all between the near 
and the distant view; to humanise the 
small things, and—if this is impossible— 
camouflage them, enclose them, put them 
underground. In the distant view the 
object should be simplified as far as pos- 
sible, particularly in silhouette, and given 
an atmospheric tone that suits its back- 
ground character, leaving the sheer struc- 
ture, shape or height to make its own 
impression. 

The monumental and carefully detailed 
building of the medieval or renaissance 
periods may become, in certain urban 
settings, a comparatively small-scale 
jewelled object in a large-scale anony- 
mous and contrasting setting. This has 
happened to Trinity Church at the foot of 
Wall-street in New York. But it must be 
confessed that in the intermediate stage 
the effect may be clumsy. The decorative 
tower of St. Stephen’s Walbrook had 
already been somewhat dominated by the 
Mansion House, with its additional 
storey. Now both are overburdened by 
the new Bucklersbury. House, too close 
and too big to be composed with them, 
but not lofty or unassertive enough to 
provide an effectively contrasting back- 
ground. 


Power Stations and Pylons 


In a new power station, however, an 
effective contrast can be designed from 
the start, between the great super-normal 
bulk of the boiler-house and chimney (or 
the nuclear reactor) on the one hand, and 


the more intimate administration and 
welfare buildings which in scale and 
character provide the human foil. 
(Frankland Dark designed an almost 
baroque canteen in front of the huge 


generating station at Marchwood.) 

I have a theory, which I know is not 
shared by everyone, that the big elec- 
tricity pylons carrying 275 kW overhead 
lines can march in a purposeful way 
across even highly developed landscapes, 
provided they tread with care; while the 
smaller distribution lines, particularly 
when combined with telephone wires, 
aerials, angle towers and sub-stations are 
intolerably untidy. I would rather see a 
great deal of care and money spent on 
reducing the small-scale clutter to order, 
by architectural and industrial design 
methods, and leave the great artifacts to 
achieve their own severe functional 
beauty without attempting to give them a 
so-called *‘ harmonious’ character. 

To sum up: I believe that we can come 
to terms with the landscape of technology 
if we distinguish between the scale and 
character of what can be successfully 
handled by humanist methods and what 
must be left to develop from scientific 
premises. This does not mean, of course, 
that mechanical structure should not be 
designed, but that the design should be 
based in the first place on the aesthetics 
of sheer engineering efficiency. Location, 
and the necessary space for effective con- 
trasts to be made, are therefore all- 
important. 


TOWN CHARACTER AND THE 
MOTOR-CAR 


The impact of the motor-car on the 
architectural character of towns has to be 
considered separately. For whereas the 
changes brought about by new attitudes 
to preservation, amenity and industry 
have evolved gradually, the technical and 
social changes introduced by the motor- 
car are revolutionary. No one can yet 
calculate their effect on the town. Many 
people think it may be mortal. 

Discussing the inadequacies of the 
‘precinct’ in its application to existing 
towns, Colin Buchanan in his recent book 
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on, the motor in Britain suggests that 
‘... the revolution that has been over- 
taking us is surely that the motor vehicle 
has become an article of everyday use, a 
substitute for legs for walking and arms 
for carrying. People want motors every- 
where, and the real problem seems to be 
to arrange not for their diversion but for 
their peaceful penetration to every part of 
the town.’ 

But peaceful penetration to every part 
of every town would mean a complete 
surrender of character, for there is noth- 
ing so characterless as an open car park 
in every street and every open space in 
front of every building. 

What methods are available then for 
coping with this problem of urban traffic, 
which cannot be separated from the prob- 
lem of urban building, and which is 
certain to become at least twice as severe 
in the next ten years? 

The most effective solution is undoubt- 
edly the physical separation of pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic at different levels. 
Buchanan suggests this for Oxford-street, 
London; and I have proposed it, in a 
small way, for the immediate surround- 
ings of St. Paul’s Cathedral, on the north 
and west sides. It is also the most 
important and the most essential feature 
of the redevelopment of the Barbican 
area, which is now proceeding, that the 
ground-floor level should be generally 
given over to traffic parking, deliveries 
and access, and that the pedestrian ways, 
shop windows and counter space should 
be at the level of the first-floor slab. 

I believe this is a better system than 
sinking the roads below ground level or, 
in the main, elevating them on viaducts. 
But as Buchanan remarks, ‘ As a practical 
basis for town design, it has never really 
had the slightest consideration.’ 

It was obviously in Donald Gibson’s 
mind at Coventry when he designed the 
upper precinct on two levels (and how 
unfortunate it is that the shops have had 
to be divided vertically). But in Broad- 
gate (where buses are so frequent that 
they conceal Lady Godiva more effectu- 
ally than her hair) he‘has had to com- 
promise with the existing situation by 
putting the pedestrians into tunnels—the 





only instance I can re- 
call, with the exception 


of Rome, where the 
pedestrians seem_ to 
enjoy them. 
Town Planning 
Methods 
In spite of economic 
restrictions, and of 


roads that must con- 
tinue to be all-purpose, 
some improvements can 
be achieved by methods 
already known to town 
planners, transport 
boards, municipal 
engineers and the 
police. Here is a list of 
some of them: 

(a) reduction in the 
long-distance journey to 
work, by _ breaking 
down or restricting 
big concentrations of 
employment in the central areas of towns, 
and thus reducing rush-hour traffic; 

(b) creation of ‘traffic precincts’ by 
classifying and improving the existing 
road patterns in built-up areas, eliminat- 
ing through traffic from service roads and 
standing vehicles from through roads; 

(c) as a corollary to this (since through 
traffic in town centres is seldom substan- 
tial), the grouping of similar activities 
together by use-zoning; 

(d) as a further corollary, the provision 
of sufficient parking space within private 
curtilages or public car parks to take 
standing cars off all but minor and resi- 
dential roads; 

(e) increasing restrictions on parking 
and on the entry of private cars into cer- 
tain streets and forecourts—and even into 
limited sectors of the town itself—coupled 
with improved convenience, comfort and 
speed in public transport vehicles. 

(f) technical improvements in traffic 
control, traffic flow, and road safety. 
These usually entail street widenings, 
splayed corners, and more apparatus 
and notices. 

It will be seen that these restraining 
influences add nothing to the appearance 
of towns and create no new visual 
delights; nevertheless, they may be essen- 
tial to prevent the urban scene from 
losing what character it already has. 


SOME CONCLUSIONS 


There are great benefits to be had from 
an accepted planning system which sets 
up standards of land use and land 
development, just as a true economy of 
building cannot be achieved without 
standards of cost and _ performance. 
Regulation is a feature common to both. 
But it is the very essence of design that, 
taking full advantage of standardisation, 
it nevertheless differentiates between one 
building and another, one place and 
another. Without this, town planning 
becomes a characterless activity; control 
without an object. 

On the other hand, when ends and 
means are properly connected, they can 
lead to an immense liberation of energy. 
The replacement of the traditional 
craftsman by machine tools and factory 
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production makes it really urgent to fing 
new exercises in design and expression 
which will train the eye to appreciate, tg 
discriminate, and eventually to encourage 
or superintend original work. I May 
very well be that the flowering time fo, 
this kind of growth in our own century 
still lies ahead. 









Creation of Character in 
New Work 


PROFESSOR ROBERT MATTHEW 

dealt with his subject under foy 
sub-divisions:—1, Inter-war Develop. 
ment; 2, Pre-war Experiment; 3, Post-war 
Planning; 4, Post-war Building. The sub. 
stance of the third and fourth sections 
was as follows :— 


POST-WAR PLANNING 


Planning Standards: The research 
vacuum existing in the architectural 
world around 1918 had a deep and un. 
fortunate effect on the nature and 
quality of the new urban environments 
created during the inter-war period. This 
criticism could not be made after World 
War II. Although there is still no firm 
tradition in this country for academic 
research in architecture or civic design, 
the Ministries and the Building Research 
Station undertook a series of studies in 
the course of a few years (commencing 
during the war), that, taken together, 
have profoundly influenced the way in 
which progressive development has since 
taken place. 


Among the first studies having a last- 
ing influence on post-war development 
are probably those contained in the 
County of London Plan, by Professor 
Abercrombie and the architect to the 
Council, J. H. Forshaw, published in 
1943, dealing with community and neigh- 
bourhood planning, densities, classifica- 
tion and segregation of traffic; the prin- 
ciple of the precinct. While some of these 
ideas have been modified in the light of 
practice, most of these formed the basis 
for urban studies, and the County Plan 
still remains a classic textbook. 

The Advisory Handbook on the Re- 
development of Central Areas, issued by 
the Minstry of Town and Country 
Planning, and now out of print, became 
available in the summer of 1947. Its dry, 
anonymous introduction reads: 

“It is felt that Local Authorities and 
others concerned may wish to have, in 
supplementation of the statutory and 
procedural framework provided by 
Acts, Regulations and Circulars, some 
broad indication of the views of the 
Ministry on how to handle the prob- 
lems arising in the sphere of practical 
planning... .’ 

This is a deceptively prosaic description 
of the nature of that memorable manual. 
Some of the best architectural talent in 
the country has examined the principal 
physical problems likely to be met in re- 
planning existing town centres. The tech- 
niques and standards suggested, opened 
up a new world of spatial relationships, 
based on the practical study of the prob- 
lem of increasing the efficiency of accom- 
modation, and of traffic flow. Plot rat'os 
and daylight factors are now everycay 
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tools at the disposal of the designer; only 
a decade ago such logical aids did not 
ist. 
“The diagrammatic models illustrating 
the application of the new standards sug- 
gested, had, as far as I am aware, little 
parallel in pre-war building in this coun- 
try, but a glance through the record in 
the last few years shows the effect of this 
theoretical work on recent practice, in 
spite of the slow progress of comprehen- 
sive redevelopment. I notice that the 1958 
re-issue Of the Scottish Housing Hand- 
book No. 1, illustrates a number of hous- 
ing groups, either built or building, whose 
neral form and character clearly derive 
from this and the many subsequent pub- 
lished studies. There is little resemblance 
between the ground patterns of most of 
the developments illustrated, and anything 
we were accustomed to in the field of 
public housing before the war. : 
While no one is likely to question the 
value of systematic study in relation to 
the many factors affecting urban develop- 
ment, or to fail to appreciate the excep- 
tional work carried out by official depart- 
ments in this country, including the 
Building Research Station, the extent to 
which the application of theory to prac- 
tice becomes mandatory on the individual 
architect is a matter of the highest con- 
cern. This has obviously varied greatly 
among planning authorities; in some 
directions, e.g., control of total bulk of 
building by the determination of maxi- 
mum plot ratios, little exception can 
reasonably be taken to the insistence on 
principles which are clearly necessary to 
improve physical conditions. 


Planning Control 


The precise point where principle 
begins and ends is, however, not so 
simple; the control of the external 
appearance of buildings by planning 
authorities is a matter on which there is 
more than one view. What is not in doubt 
is that such control can determine charac- 
ter in a decisive way. The phrase used 
in the Handbook referred to above is as 
follows : — 

‘A wisely exercised control of 
external appearance should allow 
individual developers considerable 
freedom of decision concerning the 
block form and height of their build- 
ings, and at the same time ensure that 
the composition and general effect of 
a street would possess both the balance 
and a reasonable measure of continuity 
and cohesion. .. .” 

This is not an unreasonable view, but 
the ultimate architectural quality 
achieved in any given case is completely 
dependent on the degree of wisdom em- 
ployed in the exercise of control. 
Extreme positions can be taken in both 
directions; my own inclination is towards 
the greatest possible degree of individual 
freedom, but at the same time this 
should include the possibility, indeed the 
desirability, of a planning authority— 
provided it is advised by a competent 
architect—itself creating an imaginative 
piece of townscape, where circumstances 
warrant it—i.e., in an area where com- 
prehensive rebuilding is likely to take 
place. I do not feel that any architect 
could reasonably feel unduly restricted, 


if, say, he were asked to design one of 
the buildings forming part of Holford’s 
general scheme for St. Paul’s precinct. 
The LCC as planning authority has pre- 
pared, in model form, projects for a 
number of . areas of comprehensive 
development within which single build- 
ings or groups of buildings will subse- 
quently be designed; I have no doubt 
that while the general lines will be 
retained, there would at the same time 
be considerable freedom ffor the 
individual developer. 

Policy, in this regard, varies greatly 
between planning authorities; it is a 
matter of importance that the techniques 
of collaboration between the authority 
and subsequent developers should be 
established in such a way that the 
ultimate result will, in all its aspects, be 
a positive contribution to town-planning: 
I put the word techniques deliberately in 
the plural. 


Advisory Plans 


During the war and immediately after 
it, advisory plans were prepared for 
many cities and towns throughout the 
country, anticipating the resumption of 
building and of new opportunities to 
redevelop on a substantial scale; most of 
these plans were prepared by architects: 
nearly all included some comprehensive 
redevelopment, with more or less precise 
indications, by way of sketches and 
models, of suggested architectural 
character. It is easy now to criticise 
these anticipatory essays in town develop- 
ment. No doubt the circumstances of 
the time caused architectural statements 
to appear that the client’s briefs (if they 
existed at all!) hardly justified; their 
quality varied enormously, and perhaps 
owed more to the skill of the draughts- 
man than anything else, but I propose to 
illustrate one or two widely differing con- 
ceptions of urban character, as expressed 
at that time. The statutory plans ulti- 
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mately prepared by the planning 
authorities, frequently based on the 
advisory schemes (which were usually 
accompanied by extremely competent 
surveys), necessarily give much less in- 
dication of architectural character (some- 
times none at all), especially where areas 
of comprehensive redevelopment were 
outlined without detailed proposals. 


POST-WAR BUILDING 


This paper deals with the architectural 
character of towns, and therefore refers 
to individual buildings only in so far as 
they may be held to contribute to 
character, which is equally concerned 
with the nature and treatment of the 
spaces in and about buildings; in short, 
with spatial relationships over which the 
single architect will have varying degrees 
of control. 


As I am dealing specifically with the 
creation of character in new work (the 
title is not my own!), the years since the 
war might be imagined as the richest 
quarries for this very subject—fifteen 
New Towns (even Leonardo would have 
appreciated the scale of this imaginative 
undertaking); the bombed and obsoles- 
cent town centres ‘ripe for redevelop- 
ment’; programmes for housing, educa- 
tion, health, industry and power produc- 
tion; in total, a vast bulk of building; 
most of it located in towns or at any rate 
in urban areas. 


Probably too much has been expected, 
but taking it at its lowest, the average 
housing group, whatever its faults, since 
the war, is to my mind a more cheerful 
environment than its counterpart two 
decades ago, and this is some indication 
of a general movement. Cheerfulness is 
not a quality that architects in the imme- 
diate past have been conspicuously 
successful in achieving ! As a desideratum 
it appeared to come low in the scale. It 
would seem, if I can make a generalisa-

tion, that in the last few years, and 
mainly through housing, some sense of 
human quality (even mild gaiety) is 
beginning to creep back into the town- 
scape. ; 

This has been particularly noticeable 
in school buildings; the sombre atmo- 
sphere of the pre-war school has almost 
completely disappeared; for the most 
part, new school buildings are a colour- 
ful and friendly element in the urban 
scene. While the university campus can- 
not, in general, be said to glow in the 
warmth of architectiral distinction, 
Casson’s Arts Faculty at Cambridge, and 
Martin’s layout for Leicester give 
promise that even here a new view of 
appropriate character may be on the way. 


The Collegiate Tradition 


The consequential effects of the 
character of early university buildings is 
often forgotten to-day. The influence of 
the English collegiate layout, through 
the 18th-century commercial houses, 
with living quarters above, ultimately 
produced the 19th-century office block, 
with the quiet internal lawn shrunk to 
the scale of the light-well, as demands 
for floor space on limited sites added 
height. Is it altogether fanciful to see, 
in some groups of recent building, a 
return to the essential quality of the 
older collegiate tradition? The Lever 
solution is not so very different; the 
former decorative tower has been made 
usable, to take the overspill in floor 
space from the réduced bulk of the 
podium; the courtyard again becomes 
an amenity. 

This approach to planning has two 
effects; first, to bring back human scale 
into latge units of building; second, to 
open up new possibilities in handling 
mass. This second point is especially 
important to-day, with the growth in size, 
for administrative and other reasons, of 


certain classes of buildings, e.g., technical 
coHeges and hospitals. The hospital 
group recently planned by Powell and 
Moya with Richard Llewelyn Davies at 
Slough, and the Science Building for 
Liverpool University by Basil Spence, are 
good illustrations of the breakdown of 
the great block, into smaller and con- 
trasting masses. This inevitably brings 
tall buildings into the picture. 


Tall Buildings 


With the single exception of the Old 
Town of Edinburgh, we have been, his- 
torically, in this country, conservative in 
the matter of height. It has been esti- 
mated that even to-day, three-quarters of 
London’s buildings are four storeys or 
less, although it was not until 1894 that 
the LCC took power to limit height. 

Every week new projects are published 
for tall buildings, from many parts of 
the country. So far, I have only seen one 
statement by a_ planning authority 
(Memorandum on High Buildings, by 
the LCC Planning Committee, in 1956) 
relating to this subject. 

Holford, in his plan for St. Paul’s pre- 
cinct, before it was revised, has shown 
how a tall building, carefully sited in rela- 
tion to others, can be deeply moving. To 
prohibit tall building would surely throw 
away an asset of great potential ‘value. 
The question of control is, however, 
raised in acute form and cannot be 
evaded. I, personally, do not see how, 
unless the planning authority takes a 
Positive initiative, chags.can be avoided. 

The questions put bythe LCC plan- 
ning Committee to developers, who wish 
to build over the. permitted 100 ft., while 
they do not constitute a positive policy, 
do give an indication that the assessment 
of the individual case will be made 
against a wide background. The point is 
specifically conceded that ‘. . . in Lon- 
don there are a number of situations 
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where a high building might make g 
positive contribution to the urban scene. 

. while at the same time there is the 
warning that in other places the introduc- 
tion of high buildings might be ‘ detrj- 
mental.’ In the absence of specific pro- 
posals by the planning authority (as now 
in the making for Notfing Hill Gate ang 
other areas) onus is meantime on the 
developer to show that the site is, from 
all points of view, suitable for high build- 
ing. 

This seems a sensible interim statement 
(I have, with the designs for New 
Zealand House, now had personal experi- 
ence of answering the questions in the 
memorandum, and arguing the case for 
200 ft.; I am bound to say that I recog. 
nise the necessity to do so), but it would 
seem highly desirable, that at all key 
points, the planning authority itself 
should be in a position to make positive 
proposals for the guidance of individual 
developers. The degree of flexibility 
allowed by such a procedure, would, | 
have no doubt, be a measure of success, 
but, given that the planning authority 
uses outstanding talent on the prepara- 
tion of the overall scheme, there would 
seem to be little reason why the indi- 
vidual architect, who may be concerned 
with part only of the whole, should fee} 
inhibited in making his _ individual 
contribution. 


The New Towns 


The new Towns have not been lacking 
critics. Some of these have already writ- 
ten them off as ‘ failures,’ even in their 
first decade of existence. ‘Everything 
about New Towns is new’ wrote Lord 
Silkin; character on this scale takes time 
to mature. The Reith Committee saw, in 
these great new developments, a chance 
to experiment in the creation of a variety 
of environments; in this sense some dis- 
appointment may be justified, but it may 
be remembered now that the prototype 
suggested by Abercrombie in the Greater 
London plan represented progressive 
thought at that time. The sketches by 
Peter Shepheard in 1944 have fairly 
accurately foreshadowed subsequent 
development, which in general has fol- 
lowed the theoretical conception of a 
town centre serving a number of residen- 
tial groups, each with its local facilities; 
an industrial zone; some measure of 
traffic segregation; a linked system of 
open spaces. 

Criticism has been mainly directed to 
two points; the low density and too-open 
character of the residential areas (Aber- 
crombie’s gross density of 30 persons to 
the acre is almost identical with Eben- 
ezer Howard’s Garden City figure) and 
second, to the slow development of the 
town centres. As to the first, it is obvious 
that very large scale landscaping will be 
necessary to give a sense of unity, and 
this cannot be rapidly attained. There is 
also a danger that over-ample space may 
invite piecemeal infilling at a later date. 
The delay in building the town centres is 
regrettable. Ideally, the New Town 
should start with its core of public build- 
ings. In practice this has not been pos- 
sible, and the New Towns are, therefore, 
almost entirely suburban in character at 
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the present time. A start is now being 
made, however, and from _ published 
drawings and models, it would seem that 
the qualitieés aimed at are those of infor- 
mal enclosure, modest scale, variety and 
interest. Some of the neighbourhood 
centres already built have, in a small 
way, achieved this kind of personality 
rarely found in housing areas before the 
war. 


In general, I find many interesting 
housing groups, an uncommon attention 
to landscaping, and some _ excellent 
design. At Cwmbran and Glenrothes 
there is a sense of regional quality in the 
materials used. It is reported that at 
Cumbernauld, the last New Town started 
in Scotland, densities will be appreciably 
higher, a policy decision that Hugh 
Wilson will not be slow to exploit to full 
architectural advantage. 


A recent sketch by Lionel Brett for a 
group of houses at Hatfield indicates a 
considerable departure from open layout, 
with a tight, informal pattern of continu- 
ous frontages, fundamentally different in 
character to the timid terraces of six or 
eight dwellings that have so often repre- 
sented maximum concession to urbanity. 
This particular group, if it can be success- 
fully achieved, may well be a landmark. 


Housing 


With housing as a high priority, chan- 
nelling much architectural talent into the 
public offices, it is to be expected that 
considerable experiments should have 
taken place in this field. The ‘lush 
meadows’ of Roehampton (someone re- 
cently mistakenly used this phrase; in 
fact they were mature ‘ policies,’ to use 
the Scottish term), gave the opportunity 
to put into practice ‘ mixed development ’ 
—high point blocks of flats, frequently 
on the sites of demolished mansions with 
complementary groups of houses and 
maisonettes, shops and other community 
facilities. This pattern has been both 
criticised and followed; criticised, mainly 
on account of the height of the tall 
blocks, by those who would strive to 
maintain an illusion of rus in urbe; and 
followed by many who see great flexi- 
bility in handling a wide variety of 
housing types. 

In spite of the fact that much housing 
continues to follow pre-war lines, I get 
the impression that the deadly influence 
of the standard road pattern is at last 
waning, due mainly to the fact that more 
housing is in expert hands. It is still 
perhaps insufficiently realised in high 
places that quality in layout cannot be 
achieved without considerable designing 
skill and effort; the desperate monotony 
so often associated with housing is pos- 
sibly not unconnected with scales of fees! 
In addition, there is now in existence a 
strong tradition in housing layout that 
housing committees have become accus- 
tomed to; departures from the norm must 
be justified in terms of convenience of 
living, as well as on aesthetic grounds, 
and one feels that considerably more 
study could usefully be given to the 
details of convenience (means of access; 
design of a great variety of open spaces; 
maintenance costs; tolerable levels of 
privacy, etc.), to give the architect a solid 


background of practical argument in his 


effort to create an acceptable environ- 
ment. 


Redevelopment 


The more heavily bombed cities have 
achieved considerably varied degrees of 
reconstruction. The seaboard towns, Ply- 
mouth, Southampton, Hull, Clydebank, 
have rebuilt on a large scale, without 
adding greatly to their already consider- 
able personalities. The plans for Bristol, 
a town of great individuality, give 
promise of a more vigorous and lively 


solution to the rebuilding of the central 
area. 


In Sheffield, the University has shown 
unusual courage in promoting a com- 
petition for a large group of buildings. 
The winning design, by Gollins, Melvin, 
Ward and Partners, using the steep slopes 
with great skill, creates a small campus 
surrounded by buildings of varying 
height, including the library, and an im- 
pressive tower block. The University, 
being near the centre of the town, may 
well,, by this development, make a 
notable contribution to urban character, 
of great value to the city as a whole. 

In relation to the redevelopment of the 
core of the town, Coventry has taken the 
limelight. The new centre is well 
advanced, in spite of the varying views 
on the exclusion of wheeled traffic from 
the main shopping centre, a question that 
has only recently been settled. Some 
changes have been made in the original 
plan, which did not envisage a new 
cathedral at right angles to the old, with- 
out departing from its basic principles. 

It may well be that Coventry first 
faced, in a comprehensive way, the impli- 
cations of the question ‘ What is a City 
Centre?” Today part of the answer is 
now in existence. The total effect is 
cheerful, almost gay. It certainly has 
human scale, and _ has __ successfully 
avoided pomp and monotony. Even at 
this stage, with the new Cathedral only 
recently risen above ground, we can 
acknowledge a considerable achievement 
of character. 


London 


The great bombed areas of London are 
still largely undeveloped, except where 
sites have been taken for housing. The 
plan for the precinct of St. Paul’s, prob- 
ably the most outstanding essay in the 
deliberate creation of urban character 
since the days of the Regency, has been 
recently accepted after prolonged dis- 
cussion. Many architectural views have 
been given on the proposals, some of 
these, to my mind, perversely retrograde; 
I would only say that any measure of 
success they may achieve will be a tribute 
to a quality that Lewis Mumford has re- 
ferred to as urban statesmanship, all too 
rare, alas! at the present time. 

Plans for the Barbican, the former 
commercial area on the northern fringe 
of the City, have now, it seems, crystal- 
lised. This area, occupied before the war 
by factories, warehouses and offices, at 
one time looked like being redeveloped 
on similar lines, the traditional ‘ back- 
yard’ to the City. The Kadleigh- 
Horsbrugh plan, however, provocative in 
its immense scale, focused attention on 
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the possibility that people might return 
once more to live in the City (in 1851 
the resident population of the parish was 
over 14,000; in 1951 there remained 28). 

Chamberlin, Powell and Bon have now 
prepared a plan for part of the area, a 
residential zone for 6,700 people, leaving 
the remainder for offices, for which a 
plan, by the City and the LCC in collab- 
oration, has been evolved. The models se 
far published are exhilarating. The com- 
mercial area has a series of towers and 
low groups of office buildings. The resi- 
dential zone, conceived on an expansive . 
scale, consists of two large quadrangles, 
each with one side open to a central 
space, containing, in addition to the 
parish church of St. Giles, a secondary 
school, and the Guildhall School of 
Music and Drama. Three 31-storey slim 
towers of flats stand outside the court: 
yards, in strong contrast to their horizon- 
tal lines. Pedestrians move freely on an 
upper level of broad promenades and 
bridges, with- a canal and ornamental 
water used as part of the landscaping. If 
carried out on the lines suggested, this 
scheme may well set a new standard in 
urban design, on a scale we have not seen 
in this country for a very long time. 


Pimlico to Golden Lane 


If there is a trend to be observed in 
housing, it is towards a closer integration 
of building, especially at ground level, a 
difference of emphasis that is noticeable, 
for instance, between the Pimlico layout 
and the more recent group at Golden- 
lane. Both schemes are at maximum per- 
mitted residential density (200 persons to 
the acre) and both have high and low 
buildings. Pimlico, facing the river, is not 
so tightly grouped, and the general effect 
is maintained by the long, high blocks. 
At Golden-lane, a short 17-storey block 
dominates, but does not overwhelm, the 
low buildings. The whole is drawn to- 
gether by strong lines of terracing at 
varying levels with ramps and steps; to 
my mind, one of the most successful 
recent essays in townscape. A variety of 
hard surfaces and strong colours (Ras- 
mussen’s ‘crisp tones?’) are used with 
great skill. 


Stepney-Poplar 


A degree of close planning was aimed 
at in the first section of the Lansbury 
neighbourhood, built before 1951. There 
are no tall buildings, unlike subsequent 
development in the Stepney-Poplar area. 
The market square, replacing an existing 
congested street market, designed by 
Frederick Gibberd, has developed con- 
siderable character, built up from a 
number of interesting elements—the open 
and covered markets, a short length of 
traffic-free shops (achieved against 
prophecies of failure by the estate ex- 
perts), a public-house, and, inevitably, the 
tower. 

The two-storey closes, facing paved 
forecourts separated from the flanking 
roadway, designed by Peter Shepheard, 
seem exactly in tune with the traditional 
atmosphere of the East End of London. 
To the Scottish mind, steeped in the tene- 
mental gloom of the typical industrial 
‘East-End’ of the Northern. cities, 
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Stepney-Poplar, on a first visit, gives an’ 


almost small-town —impression—open 
skies, and sunlight penetrating into the 
smallest backyard—such is the. subjec- 
tivity of judgment of character! 

«More recent redevelopment work in 
this part of London by the LCC (e.g., the 
Tidey Street scheme), which I propose to 
illustrate, does indicate, to me, a consid- 
erable advance in the, achievement of 
positive architectural character; it is not 
irrelevant to notice that this has essenti- 
ally arisen from a serious attempt to 
understand modes and habits of living. 


Estate Development 


New housing by private enterprise has 
played a relatively small part in the urban 
landscape since the war. The estate 
developer has forgotten little in the last 
20 years. He has certainly learned little 
from the development of public housing, 
and clearly wishes to maintain the great- 
est possible contrast. Here, surely, is a 
field wide open for study and experiment; 
the present level in production would 
seem to provide the opportunity. 


It is difficult to get material for illus- 
tration under this heading, with the ex- 
ception of Eric Lyons’s notable develop- 
ments at Ham and Blackheath. These are 
so exceptional in character, and so 
obviously congenial to those now living 
there, that it becomes the more difficult 
to understand why the techniques used 
by the private developer have, for so 
long, remained static. The publication of 
a sketch recently for a large development 
near Birmingham in the form of ‘ mixed 
development ’—towers included—suggests 
that, even in this direction, a new wind 
may possibly be blowing! 


The Technological Landscape 


Holford has underlined the necessity to 
get to grips once more with scale. Look- 
ing at the great columns at Baalbec a few 
weeks ago, it was not difficult to visualise 
a severe dichotomy, no doubt deliberate, 
between the temples and the (presumably) 
subdued human scale of the surrounding 
town. Today, we have an even more 
striking dichotomy, but it is not planned, 
nor indeed, desired. Power station capa- 
city has grown steadily: with nuclear 
power there is a significant increase in 
mass. My own experience recently with 
a pre-nuclear 1,000 MW station located 
on the fringe of a small town (average 
height, two storeys), does not suggest that 
the problems of integrating the new tech- 
nological scale with older development 
have been sufficiently studied. Tree- 
planting seemed, in the case mentioned, 
the only answer; more often, a space for 
mass-foliage is not available, and in any 
case a ‘ blanket’ solution of this kind may 
do little more than mask the real problem. 

So, too, with road works. It is only 
recently that the true measure of the 
automobile, in terms of landscaping, has 
been seen in this country; hitherto 
detached interest in its effect on Ameri- 
can towns has changed to alarm as new 
projects appear. The new highway out 
of London to the north-west, will, appar- 
ently, rise to 60 ft. to clear existing build- 
ings; the piers and anchorage cables of 
the road bridge over the river Forth will 


bestride ‘the town of South Queensferry. 


These are preliminary shots only. The 
tragedy is that these essentials to our new 
technological civilisation are, too often, 
promoted in an atmosphere of hostility 
and frustration. We need power: we 
must have freedom to move about: but 
we need; above all, an effort to under- 
stand the situation and come to terms 
with it. These great artifacts can be 
humanised (the railways do not always 
massacre the townscape) and with suffici- 
ent imagination, may be transformed into 
valuable elements in urban environment. 

The conditions, however, under which 
this may be brought about still have to 
be assessed. We, as architects, could play 
a considerable part in this assessment. 


DISCUSSION 


The Inaugural Meeting of the Confer- 
ence, on Thursday morning (May 15) was 
largely occupied by the presentation, by the 
authors of the two papers, of excellent sets 
of slides, with which they illustrated their 
respective themes. The President then called 
upon Mr. J. L. Womersley, FRIBA, to open 
the discussion. 

Mr. WomersLEY (Sheffield) said that the 
papers had brought out the need for the 
architect to equip himself thoroughly for 
the important work of creating character in 
architecture, and emphasised the importance 
of proper aesthetic training. He would like 
to see more Schools of Architecture holding 
post-graduate courses in Civic Design, so 
that the architect could see the whole 
panorama of his subject. In conclusion, 
Mr. Womersley took the opportunity of 
praising Sir William Holford’s scheme for 
the area surrounding St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
which he described as a ‘ masterpiece.’ 

Mr. J. H. Naprer, FRIBA (Newcastle 
upon Tyne) said that the Conference had 
been presented with ‘two truly remarkable 
papers.’ Whether we were to continue to have 
towns, in the old sense, or not, we had 
somehow got to cope with the great dis- 
integration caused by the motor car. He 
thought that the problem of Newcastle was 
probably unique in that the river which ran 
through it was not at the same level as the 
city, as in-London or Paris, but was in a 
gorge with the city at the top of the cliffs. 
There was a need to arouse public interest 
in Newcastle’s problems, and he was sure 
that a solution could not be achieved by 
architects acting alone; there must be 
collaboration between them and the public. 

When the discussion was resumed on 
Friday morning, the principal speakers out- 
lined some of the points which, they con- 
sidered, were of particular importance in 
their papers. PROFESSOR R. H. MATTHEW 
said he wanted to pin-point one aspect of 
the problem under discussion, which was 
the inter-relationship between the impact of 
the motor car, tall buildings and the plan- 
ning and redevelopment of central areas. 
The decay of the core of our industrial 
towns he saw as a challenge. ‘Here, surely, 
is the opportunity for town planners to 
recreate civic character,’ he declared. 

Sm WILLIAM Ho.rorp spoke of the diffi- 
culty of canalising this large subject. If the 
professions concerned could settle among 
themselves the primary questions involved 
he believed that they would still say that 
there was value in the group, whether it be 
village, town or large city. ‘If we can get 
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a programme we can deliver the goods,’ he 
said. This was the key to the whole 
problem. 

What had been happening since the war, 
Sir William continued, was a waste of 
energy in wrangles with the other profes. 
sions, but this was not the right approach, 
There were difficulties, of varying degree, in 
setting a programme for, say, a hospital, a 
town hall or a school, but when it came 
to the rebuilding of central areas they very 
seldom had a programme. This led him to 
the question which would have to be 
decided: Do we want towns at all, or do 
we want just to live anywhere and rely upon 
the motor car to get us where we want to 
go?. This was the great question that the 
disruption caused by the motor car had 
posed. Any solution, he believed, must be 
a combined operation. Some restriction 
would be necessary. There were several 
technical solutions to the use of the motor 
car, but we must first decide what we wanted 
to do. 


Mr. P. E. A. JOHNSON-MARSHALL, ARIBA 
(London County Council), said that 20th- 
century urban planning presented an essenti- 
ally new problem, and it was not something 
that we could pick up from a study of how 
things were done in the 18th or other 
centuries. Architecture was design in place, 
but planning was design in place and time, 
which was a much more complicated opera- 
tion. Only, he believed, by a lot of experi- 
ments, could we hope to solve the problems 
of civic design. 

Architects had got to take a leading part 
in planning, and for this reason it was 
essential for them to understand something 
of the machinery of local government. It 
was indeed vital that architects should get 
right into this machine at a high level. But 
if we were to have architecture in our 
towns it was vital that we should have 
somewhere to stand and stare without being 
run over—it had come almost to this. 

Mr. H. Bruce ALLsopp, FRIBA (Stocks- 
field), showed three slides of, respectively, 
an ‘ idyllic Greek island town,’ Rouen and 
Le Havre. In these he illustrated, respec- 
tively, three stages in the growth of the 
motor car: where the motor car was prac- 
tically unknown; where redevelopment had 
taken place (following war damage), but 
the human scale was still observed; and 
finally, at Le Havre, where everything else 
was subservient to the motor car, and a 
desert of enormously wide roads and traffic 
intersections had been created. 

Mr. CLIFFORD CULPIN, FRIBA (London), 
believed that in the planning for cars in 
residential areas the semi-Radburn form of 
layout offered a solution, and he was 
cheered to find how many new towns had 
schemes of this type. This system gave 
back access, and had the advantage of 
including the garage within the curtilage of 
the house. By the use of pedestrian ways 
and small courts, it was possible with this 
form of planning to create an urban, but 
tranquil, atmosphere free from motor cars. 

Mr. JEFFREY ARONIN, ARIBA (New 
York), showed an interesting series of slides 
to illustrate recent developments in the 
United States. He believed, he said, that if 
the local climate was taken into account in 
the design of buildings it would assist in 
the creation of regional character. 

Mr. Donatp E. E. Gipson, OBE, FRIBA

In the 
entre of towns, if everything made way for 
he motor car, we were in danger of being 
eft with such small pieces of property that 
we would not be able to do much with 
them. In Coventry, he said, he had to go 
against expert advice in nearly all that he 
did, but he had the support of the layman 
acting through the council.. There was more 
than one technical solution to the traffic 
problem in town centres. We could, for 
eample, either keep all motor cars outside 
the town centre or we could keep the car- 
park areas fairly near the town centre. 


The danger of new tall buildings destroy- 
ing the harmony of London’s ‘few grand 
vistas’ was referred to by Mr. FELLo 
ATKINSON, FRIBA (London). There was a 
danger, for example, of the new Knights- 
bridge building near the Hyde Park Hotel 
destroying the lively silhouette in this direc- 
tion looking from Hyde Park. 

In considering the problems of new tall 
buildings we might learn something from 
existing groups, he suggested. The success 
of what he called the ‘Victoria Tower 
group, which included the Abbey towers 
and Big Ben, was due to the schematic 
relationship between these buildings. 


We must test new tall buildings against 
London’s silhouette, which he expected was 
what the London County Council was now 
doing. Tall buildings could produce 
unlively silhouettes. It was important to 
temember that one saw, for example, the 
United Nations building and others against 
the background of New York. Such build- 
ings would look very different if seen in 
London or on their own. 

Summing up this section of the discus- 
sion, SIR WILLIAM HOoLForD said that, on 
the question of bringing motorways into 
the middle of towns, he did not think that 
the Ministry of Transport had a_ policy. 
They had no strategy of communications, 
only tactics to deal with immediate prob- 
lems. The Ministry could not, for example, 
tell you what would happen in any particu- 
lar place in five years’ time. 

As architects he believed that they could 
see one point standing out plainly—if we 
brought motorways into the middle of a 
city we should have to demolish the city. 
We could not, therefore, bring motorways 
into a town or city centre; to do so was 
like introducing a 36-in. water main where 
there could not be enough small pipes to 
carry the water. There must, therefore, be 
some form of restriction on traffic in cen- 
tral areas. The question people had to 
answer was: Do you accept that in return 
for all the benefits of cities you should 
accept some restriction? 

Two-level ways, one for pedestrians, one 
for vehicles, offered a solution, but this was 
not always successful. A second solution 
was in discrimination, but in this country 
we seemed quite unable to differentiate 
between classes of traffic. We must, he 
thought, analyse traffic and decide which 
was to go where. This was the right solu- 
tion for Oxford. With our long tradition 
of order we ought to be able to do some- 
thing about this. It seemed strange that any 
Suggestion that we should discriminate 
between, say, a bicycle, a bus or 60-ft.-long 


articulated lorry should be regarded with 
horror. 


LieuT.-COLONEL LESSLIE K. WATSON, 
FRIBA (London), made some interesting 
suggestions on ‘micro-planning.’ Trees 
round buildings, he said, might be regarded 
as the vitamins of healthy buildings. In 
the terrible devastation of Easterh Berlin he 
had found beautiful tiny gardens, and this, 
he believed, was something that made life 
there just liveable. 

More intelligent planting could help to 
alleviate the extreme similarity that was 
often seen between schemes in different 
parts of the country. This was a job for the 
architect, and not someone else. 

Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, FRIBA 
(Birmingham), emphasised the importance 
of going on planting, as a lot of plants dis- 
appeared overnight. He thought that land- 
scape architecture was a separate art, and 
that it would be valuable if the RIBA, in 
co-operation with the Institute of Landscape 
Architects, would support a post-graduate 
course on the subject.. They had recently 
appointed a landscape architect at Birming- 
ham, and he was sure he had the toughest 
job of all. How, Mr. Fidler asked, was 
one to start creating a landscape in a cleared 
central area? 

PROFESSOR MATTHEW agreed very much 
with the last speaker’s remarks. He went 
on to make two points: First, in regard to 
the capacity of the architect to design for 
the immediate surroundings of buildings, he 
would like to see an extension at all schools 
of courses on the practical considerations of 
what to do under different circumstances. 
But whatever architects did, once the build- 
ing was finished it was in the hands of the 
building owner, and he would like to see 
steps taken to ensure some continuity in 
the landscape. Second, we. had got to get 
to terms with our city gardens and parks 
superintendents. 

SiR WILLIAM HOLForb said that, in regard 
to nuclear power stations, the new Board 
took the view that there were two prob- 
lems on the general question of land mass- 


‘ing and appearance in the landscape. First, 


advice on landscaping should be sought by 
the engineers in the initial stages of design 
and, second, they were asking competitors 
(for contracts) that either their own archi- 
tect should produce a scheme for landscap- 
ing or, alternatively, to take a landscape 
architect into their consortium. 

Mr. GeorGE Kenyon, ARIBA (Newcastle 
upon Tyne), who showed two slides of the 
project for the new town hall at Newcastle, 
said he estimated that it would cost £1,000 
for each underground car-parking space 
provided. 

Mr. ALEXANDER STEELE, ARIBA (Edin- 
burgh) complained that, with the credit 
squeeze, local authorities could not get the 
money to construct the amenity buildings 
needed to complete their housing schemes. 
He thought that the Conference should draw 
the Minister’s attention to this. Continuing, 
he said that there were vast economic prob- 
lems which made it difficult to plan on a 
large scale, and he therefore wanted to see 
architects brought into much closer relation- 
ship with planning committees. He would 
like to encourage the RIBA to stimulate 
this development. 

Ciir. J. Everetr (Stockport) spoke of 
the practical difficulties of those who wanted 
to see an improvement in the architecture 
and design of our towns in dealing with 
councillors who simply could not see the 
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need for any improvement. He suggested 
that there was a need for propaganda direc- 
ted at local planning authorities to make 
them aware of their problems and oppor- 
tunities. In this connection he had been 
horrified to see that there was no repre- 
sentation of the RIBA on the planning 
committee of the Association of Municipal 
Corporations. 

Mr. W. S. BuTLER, ARIBA (Northumber- 
land OC), said they had set up a Civic 
Design section which gave talks to the local 
council, and they had found the results very 
encouraging. He wished to hand a bouquet 
to the RIBA Council—and he knew that 
they did not receive many—for supporting 
the Town Planning Institute’s petition to 
Her Majesty the Queen for a Royal Charter. 

Mr. E. T. ASHLEY SMITH, FRIBA (Kent 
CC), believed that the best way for archi- 
tects to get their feelings across to the public 
was to band together in small groups. A 
lot could also be done by the sheer power 
of example. He did fee] that within local 
Chapters of Architects they could do much 
to improve the character of their towns, for 
example, by producing plans and interesting 
the local Press and public in them. 


VOTE OF THANKS 


Following the discussion, the President 
called upon Mr. JoHN BRANDON-JONES, 
ARIBA (President of the Architectural 
Association), to propose a vote of thanks to 
the speakers. Mr. Brandon-Jones spoke of 
the value of the many slides that had been 
shown. We were apt to get tangled up 
with words and find that different people 
meant different things, but seeing actual 
examples made everything clear. 


Mr. SHEPPARD FIDLER, who seconded the 
vote of thanks, said that the Conference had 
succeeded in pin-pointing the present posi- 
tion of the architect. They could no longer 
think of a building purely as a rendered 
drawing, but had come to the stage when 
they must think of a building in its setting 
in a large area. ‘ Architects are at last 
coming to deal with the whole environment 
of the age,’ he declared. ‘ This Conference 
marks the end of the Beaux Arts grandiose 
design—except perhaps in a very few cases 
—and we have now come to the warm art 
of civic design.’ Character of buildings, he 
believed, sprang from the character of the 
architects who designed them. To the 
qualities of administrator and designer the 
most successful architects have added the 
quality of persuader. 

Sm WiLviAM Howrorp said he had been 
grateful for the ideas expounded in the dis- 
cussion. He believed that the collabora- 
tion that was needed between the expert and 
the layman could be summed up in one 
word, ‘trust.’ 

PROFESSOR MATTHEW said he had been 
tremendously uplifted by hearing the cross- 
currents of discussion. For the first time 
architects had really come down to discuss 
the fundamentals of their work. He hoped 
it would not rest at this, and that the RIBA 
and the Allied Societies would develop the 
ideas put forward at the Conference. 

Mr. DonaLp MCINTYRE, FRIBA (Presi- 
dent of the Northern Architectural Asso- 
ciation), said: ‘ You have been ideal guests. 
You have brought the point home to the 
profession of the importance of relating a 
building to its surroundings.’ 
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RIBA Conference on Architectural Education 


OUTLINE REPORT 


An outline report of the Conference on Architectural Education held at Oxford 
on April 11, 12 and 13 has been prepared by the chairman of the Conference, Pro- 
fessor Sir Leslie Martin. It was put before the council of the RIBA on May 6. 

In presenting the report, Sir Leslie Martin explained that he had been forced 
to exclude a great deal of useful information and many interesting supporting 
statements in order to concentrate on the main line of argument that led to the 
conclusions reached by the Conference. Many of the matters that are mentioned 
and their implications were discussed in considerable detail. This additional evidence 
will be used in any further consideration of the Oxford proposals. 


The council accepted the report, and approved in principle the six recommenda- 
tions. They then referred the report to the Board of Architectural Education for 
consideration on May 19 so that the board can submit as soon as possible recom- 
mendations for implementing the proposals and their observations on those matters 
of Institute policy for which the council themselves are responsible. 


The council passed a warm vote of thanks to Sir Leslie Martin and the members 
of the Conference Organising Committee. 


B ha six recommendations made by the 
Conference are as follows : 


1. The Conference unanimously 
agreed that the present minimum 
standard of entry into training (five 
passes at ‘O’ level) is far too low and 
urged that this level should be raised 
to a minimum of two passes at ‘A’ 
level. . 


2. The Conference agreed that 
courses based on Testimonies of Study 
and the RIBA External Examinations 
are restricting to the development of a 
full training for the architect and that 
these courses should be progressively 
abolished. 


3. Ultimately, all schools capable 
of providing the high standard of train- 
ing enyisaged for the architect should 
be ‘ recognised ’ and situated in univer- 
sities or institutions where courses of 
comparable standard can be conducted. 


4. Courses followed by students 
intending to qualify as architects should 
be either full time or, on an experimental 
basis, should be combined or sandwich 
courses in which periods of training in 
a school alternate with periods of train- 
ing in an office. 


5. It may be that these raised 
standards of education for the architect 
will make desirable other forms of 
training not leading to an architectural 
qualification, but which will provide 
an opportunity for transfer if the neces- 
sary educational standard is obtained. 


6. The Conference regards post- 
graduate work as an essential part of 
architectural education. It endorses the 
policy of developing post - graduate 
courses which will enlarge the range of 
specialised knowledge, and will advance 
the standards of teaching and practice. 


Summary of Discussion 


The report summarises the discussion 
which led up to the recommendations as 
follows : 


1. The proposal to hold a Conference on 
Architectural Education had its origin in the 
Council of the RIBA. During discussions 
of particular reports from the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education it became clear that there 
existed a general feeling that all the related 


aspects of the subject should be fully explored. 
This, it was suggested, might be done at a 
conference and it was considered that it would 
be an advantage to the council to have any 
views or ideas which such a conference might 
produce. Consequently, a recommendation 
was made in 1956 that a conference on Archi- 
tectural Education should be held not later 
than the Spring of 1957. To allow time for 


adequate preparation, April 1958 was finally 
agreed. 


2. A Conference Organising Committee 
was set up by the Board of Architectural 
Education. This committee had several ob- 
jectives. First, it was considered that any 
conference should draw together as much 
relevant factual information as possible. 
Second, that the discussion should bring out 
as much informed opinion as possible from 
people interested in widely different aspects of 
architectural education. Third, that the dis- 
cussion should be frank, and, finally, that if 
possible some line of action should emerge. 


3. In order to achieve these objectives the 
committee decided to circulate preparatory 
papers giving a general background both of- 
fact and opinion. In order to concentrate the 
discussion which was bound to be extensive, 
it was felt that invitations to the Conference 
would have to be limited. Invitations were, 
therefore, sent to people inside and outside 
the profession who were known to have views 
to express. The conference committee was 
aware that in taking this selective action 
valuable contributions might be excluded. 
It hoped, however, that it had achieved in its 
selection an effective cross-section of opinion 
and interest. The range of subjects to be dis- 
cussed formed another difficulty. These could 
certainly not be covered in any single session. 
But a limited number of people could perhaps 
spend longer periods together. It was, there- 
fore, decided to hold a week-end conference 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, on April 11, 
12 and 13. 


4. An outline programme was drawn up in 
order to give some form to the debate. After 
an introductory session to discuss the pro- 
gramme, the conference was divided into three 
main sessions. These covered broadly : 

(1) The needs of the profession and the 
community and the desirable standards ; 

(2) the means of education, the routes of 
entry into the profession and the standards 
that are being and could be achieved ; 


(3) developments of advanced training 
and research. 


5. The Conference was attended by 50 
members. They made their contributions as 
members of the profession with interests in 
public or private offices of various kinds. 
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They represented industry and local authoritie 
and teaching institutions, building and 
associated professions. Several visitors fro 
abroad and from the Commonwealth 
attended. Their discussion forms the bag, 
of these notes. 


6. The last Congress on Architectury 
Education was held in 1924. At that Co 
Professor Budden gave an outline of the 
and policy of Architectural Education in this 
country.(i) ‘The real qualifying work,’ fy 
says, ‘is to be done by the schools which cap 
offer a full-time course extending over a period 
of five years. Into this category come th 
principal University Schools, one Independen 
School and a School of Art. Though the 
pupilage system has practically passed in mog 
of the larger centres of population it stjjj 
lingers in certain localities. To meet th 
needs of these districts complementary course 
are available.” These courses are given in 
schools of art and technical colleges and con- 
sist of part-time and evening training. Students 
taking these courses qualify by external exam. 
ination. 


7. The 1924 Congress clearly places the 
emphasis on full-time training in ‘ Recognised 
Schools.’ Training elsewhere exists to meet the 
needs of a dwindling minority. It can & 
carried out as and when the need arises in 
institutions which differ from each other in 
origin and intention. 


8. This general conception was reiterated in 
1943, when the Special Committee on Archi- 
tectural Education, in referring to the decline 
of pupilage and apprenticeship said: ‘In 
the meantime the RIBA must maintain its 
own system of qualifying examinations for the 
benefit of those who, for one reason or another, 
have not passed through a ‘recognised 
school.’(ii) 

9. What these statements recognise is that 
two main types of training have been set up— 
one inside a full-time school leading to exemp- 
tion, the other outside these schools and 
designed to assist students to take the RIBA 
examinations externally. But what these state- 
ments fail to recognise is that although pupil- 
age may decline the numbers of students taking 
the external examinations may, for various 
reasons, continue to increase. 


10. In fact, in 1957, 486 students qualified 
at recognised schools and as many as 41 
took the RIBA external examination. In the 
same year, 3,764 students were attending final 
and intermediate schools, and 3,342 were 
taking courses in Listed and Facility schools. 
This latter figure does not include those who 
prepared themselves for examination inde- 
pendently (for example, by correspondence 
courses). 


11. Students of architecture can, in fact, 
prepare for qualification in a namber of differ- 
ent ways and in increasing numbers of institu- 
tions. There are now in the UK 21 recognised 
schools, five intermediate schools, nine listed 
schools, 32 facility schools and a considerable 
number of institutions offering courses i 
architecture. Numbers of students range from 
500 in the larger schools to seven at the other 
end of the scale. The aims of training and the 
standards reached in these schools differ 
widely. So do the standards of entry and the 
quality of instruction. 


12. But all students taking these widely 
different courses have one object—to qual 
and to become registered architects. Numbers 
have risen sharply since the war. Corporate 
membership of the RIBA stood at 8,218 in 
1938. It had risen’ to 10,706 in 1948, and it 
now stands at 18,175. Over half the profes- 
sion has probably qualified since the wat.

14, The ultimate purpose was repeatedly 
gressed. It was that the profession should 
attempt to improve its standards of competence 
at all levels. Any move in this direction must 
gart with the standard of entry. Although 
the level of entry to a course in a university 
school can be high, the normal minimum 
standard elsewhere (five passes at ‘O” level) 
isfar too low. Plenty of evidence to illustrate 
the depressing effect of this low standard was 
forthcoming. In one county for example 
‘a student at a grammar school who wishes 
to become an architect is advised to leave as 
soon as the five basic subjects at ‘‘O”’ level have 
been obtained.” The reason given for this is 
that he would be wasting his time and public 
money to stay on in the sixth form. Repre- 
sentatives of secondary and higher education 
pointed out that there are now plenty of com- 


petitors for the best boys from grammar and” 


blic schools. At present the entry standard 
for architects is well below that required by 
other professions, for example, doctors, 
dentists, pharmacists, veterinary surgeons, 
metallurgists, not to mention undergraduate 
entry to a university and the entry standard 
for the Higher National Diploma in Building. 


15. As one speaker quoted, ‘The question 
that arises is how far can a great profession, 
statutorily responsible for its own education, 
afford to have an entry standard below that 
which a good mind may nowadays be expected 
to attain. It is an issue which the profession 
may prefer to face sooner than later, for in the 
next few years (with an increase in the number 
of 18-year-olds available) it could seize the 
opportunity to select candidates rather than 
to accept what material presents itself.’ The 
architectural profession will need every artifice 
to catch anything like a fair share of this 
increase. 


16. A sharp improvement in the standard 
of entry is urgent. This, in turn, would 
rapidly have repercussions throughout training 
and ultimately throughout the profession. 
The difference between an ‘O’ level pass at 16 
and an ‘A’ level at 18 is not just a difference of 
educational standard. In the second case, as 
one speaker said, ‘the mind is two years older 
and more developed.’ ‘I cannot believe,’ 
he said, ‘that in one case a course of five years 
is long enough or in the other that five years is 
required.” 


17. Among the conditions that flow from 
a uniform and higher standard of entry are the 
following: 

First, it makes possible at once a much higher 
standard of training in all practical and theo- 
Tetical subjects. 

Second, the higher standard and range of 
study replaces training for a common level by 
the possibility of developing diversified inter- 
ests as the student moves through his course. 
If architects are to hold their own in a develop- 
ing field of technology this is, in itself, highly 
important. 





(iii) The Conference emphasised the import- 
ance of the statistical information which is now 
being gathered by the RIBA. 


Third, the development of a higher standard 
in undergraduate study leads naturally to the 
important field of post-graduate study. 
Fourth, experience confirms that a good 
mind absorbs knowledge extremely rapidly. 
This fact would have repercussions on the 
length of theoretical training that is necessary 
and might open the way to new developments 
in training. 

18. One issue, however, cannot be avoided. 
The raising of the standard of entry for all 
students who intend to qualify as architects 
is likely to lead to a consideration of the desira- 
bility of other and complementary forms of 
training—not leading to Registration—but 
equipping the student to take his place as a 
valuable member of the building team. 


19. In the discussion, on this matter the 
following points emerged. The fact is that 
there exists in the profession a demand for 
highly competent technical assistants. If we 
are to reach a higher standard of training for 
the architect and, at the same time, provide 
competent technologists then we should 
recognise this distinction in our training. If 
the entry level for the architect is to be an 
‘A’ level at the age of 18, there is a case for an 
entry level at 16 for those who will train as 
supporting technologists. 


20. The precise form of this training of the 
technologists will need careful study. The 
possibility of basic courses and combined 
forms of training with other building tech- 
nicians may be considered. There is, in fact, 
interesting precedent: speakers from Denmark 
and Sweden gave comparisons, and reference 
was made to similar developments in other 
professions (engineering, for example). Al- 
though the ‘A’ level standard of entry for all 
intending architects was insistently pressed, 
several speakers mentioned the desirability 
of providing the opportunity for outstanding 
students, who have started their training as 
technologists, to move into an architect’s 
course providing always that the required 
standard has been reached. 


21. The Conference followed this discussion 
by a consideration of the means of education. 
This consideration centred on the types of 
school and the main objectives of training. 
Although the content and the curriculum was 
discussed it was obvious that the Conference 
could not give this detailed consideration. 


22. Three types of school were discussed: 
the independent school, the university school 
and the local authority school of various 
kinds. These were considered from a number 
of points of view including standards of entry, 
facilities for training, opportunities for the 
development of training and post-graduate 
work, staffing and the development of links 
with actual practice. 


23. For the large independent and university 
schools it was stated that the qualification 
requirement at entry (judged either by examina- 
tion standard or combined examination and 
probationary period) was high. A student 
taking a degree course, for instance, must 
reach ‘A’ level in two or more subjects. A 
student who fails to show promise in the early 
stages of his course can be excluded. (The 
probationary period should mean what it says. 
Consideration of exclusion -from a course at 
intermediate level is far too late.) Schools of 
this type are free to develop their courses well 
beyond the range of the RIBA syllabus, and 
within the universities the opportunities for 
collaboration with other faculties can lift the 
content of the course to a very high level. 
This opportunity for the interchange of ideas 
between men of different interests and experi- 
ence is of the greatest importance to both 
students and staff. This interchange can occur 
at undergraduate and post-graduate level. 
The background of the university influences 
the school: the school of architecture, in turn, 
can influence the understanding of architecture 
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in the univetsity itself and in the minds of 


undergraduates who may well be its future 
patrons. 


24. A strong case can be made for the 
development of schools of architecture in 
universities and for the transfer to universities. 
of schools in other institutions. The character-- 
istic feature of architectural education is. 
that it involves widely different types of know-- 
ledge. From the point of view of the uni- 
versity this raises two considerations. If 
architecture is to take its proper place in the: 
university and if the knowledge which it 
entails is to be taught at the highest standard, 
it will be to establish a bridge 
between faculties; between the arts and the 
sciences, the engineering sciences, sociology 
and economics. Furthermore, the universities 
will require something more than a study of 
techniques and parcels of this or that form of 
knowledge. They will expect and have a right 
to expect that knowledge will be guided and 
developed by principles: that is, by theory. 
‘Theory,’ as one speaker said, ‘is the body of 
principles that explains and interrelates all 
the facts of a subject.’ Research is the took 
by which theory is advanced. Without it, 
teaching can have no direction and thought, 
no cutting edge. - 


25. In spite of the strong arguments for 
university schools it was clearly recognised 
that several institutions outside the universities 
were capable of developing their training to a 
university level. Experimental developments. 
in schools of advanced technology would give. 
these institutions the opportunity of advancing 
those aspects of architectural education which 
are proper to their framework and of adding 
to ro variety of skills that are required of the 
architect. 


26. In contrast with the standard that such: 
courses can achieve there is the picture of 
training in a great many institutions offering: 
tuition in architecture.

27. The difficulty in the ‘unrecognised’ 
facility schools starts at the outset. The 
facility school can develop in any institution 
at which a reasonable number of candidates 
present themselves for part time and evening 
training. This number is generally recognised 
as 10 but can be lower. There is an initial’ 
difficulty where students already engaged in 
offices arrive for training without even the 
necessary ‘O” level standard. Training takes 
the form of preparation of testimonies of study: 
32 drawings have to be approved by RIBA 
examiners. If they are not approved the reason 
is not clear to the student. There is no time 
to develop courses beyond the level of the 
RIBA External Examination requirements 
Immediately before the examination the 
students concentrate exclusively on revision. 
Although only 40 per cent may pass, eventually 
after repeated attempts 90 per cent may finally 
succeed. This, said one speaker, ‘is not 
education ; it is cramming.” 


28. The very multiplicity of ‘unrecognised’ 
schools with different Sietnede  guiiitates 
against the raising of the level of architectural 
education in these institutions. To this is 
added the confusion that comes from a lack 
of any clear indication of what is required 
by the profession. The raising of the standard 
of entry to a high level would be a welcome 
indication that the profession wishes to raise 
its standards of training for architects. The 
profession must decide whether anything 
approaching the desirable standard of archi- 
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tectural education can be achieved by part 
time and evening tuition.(iv). If not, then the 
the profession should say so. 

freedom from the restrictions of training 
by testimonies would allow some schools to 
advance their training to the level required for 
architects. Where this is impossible or in- 
appropriate a parallel policy of training. in 
building technology would - give some insti- 
tutions the possibility of building up new and 
useful courses for this purpose. The ultimate 
object should be that all schools worthy of 
providing the improved standard of training 
required by the architect should be recognised 
schools. The unrecognised school is an 
anachronism. 


29. A clear lead must come from the 
profession. It must not only give a lead. It 
must play its part in architectural education. 
It can do this in several ways: 


30. First, staffing. The difficulties of staffing 
schools are of two kinds. On the one hand 
there is the danger that the promising student 
may find himself promoted to teacher without 
any really adequate period of practical or 
research experience or even any understanding 
of teaching. On the other hand schools have 
also relied on young people who are starting 
practice and who may use a teaching salary 
as a basic income. These people may bring 
enthusiasm: but when their practice is estab- 
lished they go. What is necessary is an 
arrangement which brings into teaching 
architects with creative ability and extensive 
practical or research experience so that they 
may add to the fund of knowledge that is 
available in a school This can be assisted 
by the link with post-graduate research. But 
it also requires a readiness on the part of able 
practitioners and specialists to take their 
place from time to time as teachers. It is 
simply no good for the profession to complain 
about the standard of education when those 
who have become skilled practitioners feel 
unable to collaborate. 


31. Second. If the student’s complete course 
of training is to have any realism this means 
that at some stage he must be brought into the 
closest possible touch with all the require- 
ments of practical building. The best way 
to achieve this is for him to be associated with: 
a building project and the profession must 
recognise this as a necessary step in architec- 
tural education. 

This can be done in two ways. It can be 
achieved by the development of the ‘live 
project’ as a school subject. This has 
already been pioneered in one school and is in 
operation in others.(v) 

The other possible arrangement is through 
the operation of combined or ‘sandwich’ 
courses. These are being developed in several 
schools and are proposed in others. The 
* sandwich’ course is not part-time training. 
(One conclusion on which the Conference 
was emphatic was that the part-time course, 
must go.) The sandwich course which is pro- 
posed in schools which carry out full-time 
training is a means of breaking down the 
barrier between training and practice. This 
is done by alternating periods of training in a 
school with periods of training in an office. 
The collaboration in training by the office 
itself is essential to the success of any scheme 
of this kind. 


32. In its consideration of the question of 
advanced training the Conference had before 
it a paper(vi) which stated in its preface, 
‘Knowledge is the raw material for design.

It is not a substitute for architectural imagina- 
tion: but it is necessary for the effective 
exercise of imagination and skill in design. 
Inadequate knowledge handicaps and tram- 
mels the architect, limits the achievements of 
even the most creative and depresses the gen- 
eral level of design.’ 


33. The advancement of knowledge is 
not merely an ornament to a profession—it 
is its duty. This is the means by which the 
competence of the profession as a whole can 
be advanced. It is essential to improvement 
in both teaching and practice that a limited 
number of people should at some time devote 
themselves to advanced post-graduate study 
and research. 


34. Work of this kind is steadily increasing 
in volume. In addition to the main centres 
where it has developed, the BRS, the Ministry 
of Education and the Nuffield Foundation, 
important developments are now taking place 
in universities in which this type of work may 
become progressively more established. The 
pioneering work of these centres of research 
has indicated the range of study that is re- 
quired. In addition to the study of the space 
and functional requirements of building types, 
studies of building design in relation to day- 
lighting and town planning, the prefabrication 
and industrialisation of building and the 
special problems of tropical building are now 
being followed up.(vii) 


35. Work of this kind can be conducted as 


(vii) The whole question of the architect’s 
contribution to Town Planning needs special 
consideration. 
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pure research, but is more likely to take the 
form of investigations which involve inte. 
related studies: for example, the inte. 
relation between architecture and  sogy 
needs, the physics of environment, etc. Studig, 
at present being conducted in this county 
already involve extensive contact with othe 
disciplines: on the side of the means of produc. 
tion architects are at work with structygj 
engineers, mechanical engineers, productigg 
engineers, management and time study experts: 
on the side of the needs of buildings they 
co-operate with clients, sociologists, psycholo. 
gists, physicists, physiologists. 


36. The very nature of this pattern of gp. 
operation makes post-graduate work in archi 
tecture a suitable subject for development 
in the universities where, so far, the maip 
developments of post-graduate study hay 
largely concentrated on historical research 
which, indeed, they have carried out with 
distinction. 

37. The evolution of post-graduate studies 
of this kind is a natural extension of higher 
standards of training within the schools, 
These studies are the means by which students 
of diversified interests extend their own minds 
and the boundaries of knowledge. They also 
build up the specialised knowledge which is 
always replacing and reinforcing the general- 
ised knowledge of practice. 


38. By the development of post-graduate 
study, the profession can provide itself with 
the higher technical ability and knowledge 
that it requires. Above all, it can advance 
and re-invigorate its teaching. 





NEW LONDON HOTEL PROPOSALS |: 


33-storey Hotel for Lancaster 
Gate Approved 

PERMISSION has been given by Mr. 

Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, for a 33-storey 
hotel to be built at Lancaster-gate, Padding- 
ton, subject to the passing of detailed plans. 
The proposed hotel, which would be on a 
14 acre site, would be 300 ft. high and have 
between 600 and 700 bedrooms, in addition 
to a restaurant and banqueting hall. 

A public inquiry into the application, 
made by Messrs. Raglan Squire and Part- 
ners on behalf of Mr. J. E, Jackson, was 
held on November 20, 1957. 

A letter notifying the Minister’s decision 
to the applicant’s solicitors states: —‘ The 
Minister is satisfied that there is a need for 
more hotel accommodation in London, that 
this site is suitable for the erection of a 
large hotel, and that an hotel of the size 
proposed need not give rise to any insuper- 
able traffic problems. He sees no objection 
in principle to the erection of a high build- 
ing on this site provided it is well propor- 
tioned. He does not think that the case 
for preserving the symmetry of the 
Victorian architectural composition of 
Lancaster Gate, already broken by 
redevelopment, is sufficiently strong to 
justify withholding permission on your 
client’s outline application. 

‘Accordingly, the Minister hereby grants 
permission for the development of the site, 
the subject of the appeal, by the erection 
thereon of a new building for use as an 
hotel, subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) The plot ratio of the said building 
shall not exceed 3.75: 1. 

(ii) Adequate provision shall be made 
within the basement of the building for 
garaging not less than 250 cars, and 
within the curtilage for picking up and 


setting down visitors to the building, for 
loading and unloading goods vehicles and 
for delivering fuel to the building. 

{iii) The said building and the means 
of access thereto shall be sited and con- 
structed in accordance with detailed plans, 
section and elevations which shall be as 
may be agreed with the London County 
Council as local planning authority or, 
in default of agreement, as shall be deter- 
mined by the Minister. 


35-storey Hotel for Park 
Lane Refused 


THE MINISTER has decided not to allow 
the proposal to build a 35-storey hotel ona 
1$ acre island site in Park-lane, but is pre- 
pared to agree in principle to high building 
on the site. The hotel would have had 700 
bedrooms as well as a garage for 250 cars. 

A letter notifying the applicants, New 
City Properties Ltd. of the Minister's 
decision states:—‘The proposal, in the 
Minister’s view, would constitute a serious 
over-building of the site, and he thinks that 
it would be very detrimental to neighbour- 
ing properties. Even if the site were larger, 
he would be doubtful about the effect which 
such a building would have on Hyde Park; 
and while recognising that high buildings 
must be allowed and that the neighbour- 
hood of the Park is particularly suitable for 
hotels which in the modern world may need 
to be built high, he would hope that a 
design would be produced which, while still 
being economic, would present a_ less 
massive appearance viewed from the Park. 

*‘ Although the Minister cannot agree to a 
building of the size proposed on so com- 
paratively small a site, he would be pre- 
pared to accept a substantial increase over 
the normal plot ratio of 2:1 for the con- 
struction of an hotel on this site.

Investment Allowances 


ue Opposition lost little time in putting 
into action their threat during the 
cond reading of the Finance Bill on May 12 
introduce amendments during the com- 
mittee stage which would seek to restore 
investment allowances in place of the initial 
illowances for capital expenditure which 


yere increased by the Chancellor of the 


Frchequer in the Budget this year. 


Mr. HAROLD Witson, the Labour Party’s 
chief spokesman, was unmoved by the 
Government’s action on initial allowances. 
The Opposition, he contended, thought 
they were a timid gesture towards increas- 
ing investment. This was the year in which 
the Chancellor could have reintroduced 
investment allowances. It was a pity that 
Mr. Thorneycroft had not done it last 
year, and that Mr. Amory had not done it 
this year. Then, as if to repair the Chan- 
gllor’s omission, Mr. Wilson made his 
promise to introduce proposals to secure 
what he had desired. 


In the first list of amendments to the Bili 
were six new clauses each designed to restore 
investment allowances for capital expendi- 
ture. incurred on industrial buildings or 
structures, or on machinery or plant by any 
industry engaged in the promotion of 
exports and the reduction of imports. 
Similar expenditure incurred for scientific 
research or development, or for the manu- 
facture of machine tools, would also qualify 
for the concession. 


The Opposition took the unusual course 
of dividing against the Bill, the first time 
they had taken such an action since 1952, 
when Mr. Butler introduced his ‘ free for all 
Budget.’ Their reason was in protest against 
the Chancellor’s second thoughts about 
dividend stripping, but Mr. AMory expressed 
some surprise at the decision. He charac- 
terised it as demonstrating that the Oppos- 
ition must be hard up to find something to 
vote against in the Government’s policies 
and actions. The House endorsed his view 
with a majority of 68—the voting being 315 
to 247. Five per cent. was the extent of 
the decline, said Mr. AMory, concluding the 
debate, compared with the same quarter a 
year earlier, but the total figures for all 
private investment, excluding housing, were 
up by 3 per cent. on the previous year. 
Although he foresaw the same pattern of 
private investment for 1958, with the total 
well maintained, he made no forecast of the 
proportion of this which would be borne 
by housing. 


As for expansion, the Government would 
welcome and actively encourage that as soon 
and as fast as it could take place without 
an increase in prices or endangering the 
balance of payments. He rejected out of 
hand the Opposition’s ideas for planned 
expansion, which if accompanied by the 
multifarious controls attempted between 
1945 and 1951 would not be in the interest 
of the country. 


Mr. Simon, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, in commending the Biil, said that 
another proposal which had received much 
support was the relief for annual sub- 





scriptions to professional and _ learned 
societies with activities related to the 
employee’s work. Subscriptions to associa- 
tions and the statutory registration fees paid 
by such people as architects as a condition 
of being allowed to practise would also be 
allowed. 


The Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
would approve societies for the purpose of 
allowance of subscriptions by reference to 
the criteria which were laid down in the 
Bill, and subject to the usual rights of 
appeal. The general test would be whether 
a society’s activities were wholly or mainly 
of a professional or learned character. 


Where such a body also had signifi- 
cant activities of a different kind, such as the 
prosecution of salary claims, there was pxo- 
vision for the deduction of a fairly appor- 
tioned part of the subscription. 


Policy for Clean Air 


MRE. GERALD NaBarrRO is nothing if 

not pertinacious in his search for 
perfection in the administration of a clean- 
air policy, and he is no respecter of 
Ministers and their departments when he 
considers that their actions do not measure 
up to, or conflict with, his ideal. So it was 
on May 13 and 14 when Mr. Henry Brooke 
became the target for his criticisms because 
of the interpretation put on the Alkali, etc., 
Works Order, which transfers responsibility 
for the discharge of alkali from certain 
specified industries and processes to the 
alkali inspectorate of the Ministry. 


Mr. Nabarro was joined in his strictures 
on the Minister by several Conservative 
back-benchers—one of whom accused him of 
being ‘ obstinate and obdurate ’"—as well as 
Labour members. They complained that 
the Order took away from local authorities, 
particularly the major authorities, powers 
which they had to deal with the subject. It 
was contended that the emission of noxious 
fumes, gases, smoke, grit and dust had 
always come within the ambit of local 
authority responsibility and any action 
which would alter this would be resisted. 
But Mr. Nabarro did not believe that the 
alkali inspectorate, even when its strength 
reached 28 by the middle of next year, 
would be adequate in numbers to deal with 
the onerous duties which the Order would 
impose on them. 


During the debate, which took place on 
two nights after the conclusion of the nor- 
mal business of the House, because of the 
rule relating to Motions annulling Orders in 
Council, Mr. ARTHUR MOYLE complained 
about the pollution by grit and dust from 
Thames-side cement works. He favoured a 
central inspectorate, the charge for which, 
he argued, should fall on the taxpayer, not 
the ratepayer, because the cement industry 
benefited the nation as a whole, and not 
only the local people. 


When the -Minister’s attention was drawn 
later to the ‘grit and muck’ which was 
poured every year on the heads of 
defenceless people in the neighbourhood of 
power stations, Mr. BROOKE said there was 
no way, yet, of preventing that. The most 
hopeful way of making progress was to 
make absolutely sure that the right kind of 
research was carried out under wise con- 
trol. This was a national, not a_ local, 
problem. The solution was to replace power 
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stations which emitted dark smoke with 
those which did not. 


In reply to Mr. BRAINgE, who asked for 
the same considerations applied to emana- 
tions from oil refineries, MR. BROOKE said 
that his hands were strong enough, but no 
one in the world had discovered a way of 
operating an oil refinery without causing 
any fumes at all. It was one of the special 
concerns of the staff to find out how this 
could be done, and although all the prob- 
lems had not yet been solved there was 
steady progress, which it was hoped would 
continue. 


When the registers of works in local 
authority areas had been compiled under 
the Order, he envisaged that large authorities 
who felt they were sufficiently well 
equipped with a full-time trained smoke 
inspectorate would apply to him to see 
whether he could be satisfied under the Act 
and thus use his powers. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


New Hospital, Coventry 


Mr. DEREK WALKER-SMITH, Minister of 
Health, replying on May 12 to a question by 
Miss Burton, said that acquisition of the site 
of the Coventry General Hospital was near- 
ing completion, and the Regional Hospital 
Board were working on details of the accom- 
modation required, with a view to preparing 
sketch plans. He added, in a further reply, 
that the board were given authority last 
August to acquire the modified site. The 
matter had been delayed by differences in 
view about ownership of some of the lands, 
which had created conveyancing difficulties. 
The basic considerations affecting the plans 
for the hospital were being studied by a 
special committee of the board, so there 
was nothing for him to do at the moment. 
If and when the matter came before him 
again he would certainly bear in mind its 
urgency. 


Roads Programme 


CAPTAIN PILKINGTON asked the Minister 
of Transport, as it took several years 
between the decision te build a new road 
or double track an existing one, when he 
proposed to announce a further major pro- 
gramme of road construction ——Mr. HAROLD 
WATKINSON, replying on May 14, said: We 
are engaged on a substantial road pro- 
gramme and I cannot yet say when I shall 
be able to announce any extension of it. 
Preparatory work is going ahead. 


CAPTAIN PILKINGTON asked if the Minister 
agreed with the British Road Federation 
that the congestion was greater than the 
relief afforded by the existing programme. 
—Mr. WATKINSON said that different 
people lreld different views. He did not 
aceept the statement. The country had the 
largest programme it had ever had, and 
they had better get on with that. 


Mr. Ernest Davies said that the pro- 
gramme was for four years, and unless 
there was adequate preparation insufficient 
action would have been taken to deal with 
the situation when it expired—Mr. Wat- 
KINSON Said that that was not so. Prelimi- 
nary work was in hand. There was also a 
reserve list of schemes on which prepara- 
tory work had been done, and the position 
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for the future was much healthier than it 
had been. 


Motorway Draft 

Mr. ALBERT Roserts asked the Minister 
when he expected to publish his draft pro- 
posals for the London to Yorkshire motor- 
way.—Mr. NuGent: The proposed line for 
the road through Leicestershire is still not 
decided and we are awaiting the further 
views of the county council. I cannot at 
present say when it will be possible to 
publish. 


Dry Dock Finance 


Mr. SHort asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether he was prepared to 
make a substantial financial contribution to 
the two proposed dry dock projects on the 
Tyne.—Mr. HeEatTHcoaT Amory, replying on 


May 13 said.—I am prepared to consider 
applications in respect of these projects and 
they will be considered on their merits; the 
amount of any contribution must depend on 
the circumstances. 

Mr. SHort, in thanking the Chancellor for 
what he had said, urged him to bear in mind 
that the Tyne was the major ship repairing 
centre in Britain, and if the shipping slump 
continued the unemployment there would 
increase. Thus these two projects were ex- 
tremely important. Had the Chancellor 
some new arrangement in mind or did he 
envisage assistance under the Distribution 
of Industry Bill?—-Mr. Amory said that it 
would be assistance under the existing Act 
if it was, as in this instance, in a special 
area. If it was outside one of those areas 
it would fall to be considered under the 
Bill which was now before the House.

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FIRM PRICE TENDERS 


Minister’s Comments to CE 
Contractors 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors in London on May 13, the 

inister Of Works, the Rt. Hon. HuGcH 
MoLson, MP, referred to the Federation’s 
work in Overseas markets. Not only had 
great contracts been won which brought 
in dollars and other foreign exchange, 
but tremendous benefit accrued to British 
prestige when people saw British firms 
building dams, bridges or erecting hospi- 
tals in the under-developed parts of the 
world. 

Turning to the questien of the Govern- 
ment’s disinflationary policy, the Minister 
said that civil engineering contracting and the 
affiliated industry of building had been busy 
to a point where there was a desperate 
shortage both of materials and ef labour. 
Inevitably, therefore, the cost of both rose. 
The index number of the cost of new build- 
ing and civil engineering work which was 100 
in 1949 rose steadily from 122 at the end of 
1953 to 141 at the end of 1957. By the first 
quarter of 1958 it had actually fallen by one 
point to 140 and there was a similar reduc- 
tion in the index on materials prices: As 
regards labour, the 30,000 who had been 
absorbed into the industry in 1956 had now 
left together with about another 10,000. 
But the labour force was still no less than 
in 1954. 

‘I believe that the policy of firm price 
tendering which the Government adopted in 
April last year has played an important part 
in this stabilisation,’ said Mr. Molson. ‘I 
want to express the Government’s gratitude 
to you and to the builders for the way in 
which you have made it succeed. At the 
beginning, your representatives were not 
happy about it for two reasons; they thought 
that it was premature and they thought it 
unfair that you should be expected to quote 
firm prices when the producers of raw 
materials, the railways and the nationalised 
industries were not willing or able to quote 
you firm prices for the same period of time. 
I always felt that there was great force in 
this second point, and I did my best to get 
some assured stability of prices for you but 
I failed. 


‘ Right Timing’ 


‘As regards the timing, I think it will 
generally be admitted now that it was just 
right. It came at a time when the number of 
orders was beginning to decline and we have 
had keener competition in the prices quoted. 
Perhaps nobody really likes it to be harder 
to make. money,- but I.am. sure that you will 
agree it has been to the benefit of the 
industry as well as to the advantage of those 
who commission work. I hope that most of 
those who have called for firm price tenders 
have done their part by ensuring that the 
plans and specifications were prepared in 
fullest detail and that no changes were made 
after the work had begun,’ 

The Minister continued: ‘I have naturally 
followed with close care and attention the 
extent to which contracts given by Govern- 
ment Departments, nationalised industries 
and local authorities have been on this basis. 
Although I cannot say that I am yet satisfied, 
the figures show that there has been a steady 


increase in the number of firm price con- 
tracts and in March, which is the latest 
month for which figures are available, just 
over half of all the houses included in con- 
tracts approved for local autherities were on 
a firm price basis. A few weeks ago the 
Minister of Education issued a circular to 
education authorities commending firm price 
tendering to them also. I hope the example 
we have set will be followed by industry 
and private persons.’ 

In conclusion, the Minister said emphatic- 
ally that restriction would not be continued 
any longer than was necessary. ‘Steady 
expansion of production is our long-term 
aim and as soon as it is safe to do so, we 
shall use the accelerator again,’ he said. 
‘The credit squeeze will not be kept on for 
sadistic reasons. It cannot be too widely 
recognised by building owners that there is a 
long period, on average two years, between 
the time when work starts in the architect’s 
office and the time when it starts on site. It 
is, therefore, essential that planning should 
continue so that when the time comes for 
production to expand once more the build- 
ing industry can contribute fully to the 
nation’s progress.’ 


LMBA 
Cost of Tendering 


GPEAKING at the annual meeting of 
the LMBA’s South-Western Area in 
Kingston, last week, the president, MR. 
STANLEY FARROW, said that one matter 
which was worrying members at the 
present time was the large number of 
builders being invited to tender for indi- 
vidual contracts. With the ‘credit 
squeeze’ and consequent shortage of 
work many employing authorities, both 
public and private, felt that for the first 
time for many years they had a wider 
choice of firms anxious to tender and 
might therefore expect to get keener 
prices if competition were unlimited. 

‘It may be thought by many,’ said Mr. 
Farrow, ‘ that as no charge as such is made 
for estimates they, like the National Health 
Service, are free. I have been doing a little 
research into the cost of estimating and my 
information leads me to believe that they 
are anything but free, and add considerably 
to a builder’s overheads. The cost to the 
contractor of estimating is, I find, approxi- 
mately 1.5 per cent. on each contract ob- 
tained. This is how it works out:— 

For a £10,000 contract £150. 

For a £50,000 contract £750. 

For a £100,000 contract £1,500. 

For a £500,000 contract £7,500. 

For a £1,000,000 contract £15,000. 

‘I think, in fact, that the small contracts 
probably cost a lot more than this and the 
larger ones less. If, however, this figure is 
somewhere near the actual cost it represents 
some £30m. per annum on the £2,000m. 
of work carried out by the industry each 
year. And that is not the total cost, as it 
does not take into account the estimating 
costs of sub-contractors and suppliers. 

‘This cost could be reduced quite simply 
by employing bodies and their professional 
advisers conforming to the suggestions con- 
tained in the report of the “ Joint Committee 
on Tendering Procedure,” the Howard 
Robertson Report, which recommends the 
following: “ Like the Simon Committee, we 
can find nothing to say in favour of indis- 
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criminate tendering and we endorse their 
view that, when tendering is competitive, it 
is essential that the competition should, in 
the case of each contract, be limited to firms 
who have been carefully selected, according 
to size and type of contract, as being 
capable of, and likely to do, work of the 
required standard. To paraphrase the Simon 
Report: (1) Indiscriminate tendering leads to 
bad building and throws upon the industry 
an unnecessary burden of time, effort and 
expense in the preparation of tenders, and 
(2) only by selective competition can the 
building owner expect a good job carried 
out by a builder who, having obtained the 
contract at a fair price, can and will main- 
tain a good standard of work. 

‘“In our opinion it is essential that all 
local authorities, responsible as they are for 
the placing of contracts of some 35 per cent. 
of all building work, should adopt selective 
tendering. We consider that the schedule 
of ratios between the numbers of tenders 
and the costs of works which the Ministry 
of Works use is satisfactory and might well 
be followed generally.” 

‘The schedule is as follows: 

For contracts below £500, four firms. 

For contracts between £500 and £10,000, 

six firms. 

For contracts between £10,000 

£50,000, eight firms. 

For contracts between 

£200,000, 10 firms. 

For contracts over £200,000, 12 firms. 

‘For very big and important jobs the list 
might be restricted to a smaller number of 
firms known to be suitable for the particular 
type of work involved, and thought to have 
available capacity at the particular time. 

‘I know that at the present time,’ he went 
on, ‘some builders will submit tenders how- 
ever long the tender lists may be, but I 
would urge the professions to recommend to 
their clients, both public and private, that 
the suggestions laid down in the report 
should be followed. In the long run, lengthy 
lists of tenderers will do neither the con- 
tracting side nor the industry as a whole 
any good, but will be the cause of wasted 
time, effort and money, apart from the 
obvious frustration of those employed on the 
actual estinadting.’ 

Mr. R. W: Thorogood, Chairman of the 
Area, presided.

d. The system, known as * Designed Appearance 


Lighting,’ was devised by the research laboratories of the General Electric Co., Ltd., Magnet House, 


Kingsway, London, WC1. 


It is said that this system enables lighting to be designed in advance to 


provide the exact patterns of light, shade and modelling which architects endeavour to create in their 

buildings to produce a calculated visual effect. The designers claim that aesthetic and architectural 

requirements can be translated into engineering terms, and the final effects of the interior appearance 

of a building can be designed and known in detail before the lighting equipment is installed. The 

technique is not confined to any particular system of lighting and can be applied to new buildings 

while they are still at the drawing-board stage. The illustrations show (left) the effect of the lighting 
in the Lady Chapel and (right) some of the equipment undergoing adjustment 
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obtainable from local appointed stockists 
throughout the country so that in the event 
of a breakdown the unit can be exchanged 
with the minimum of delay, but that where 
only slight adjustment is required to rela- 
tively new units, or where it is a case of the 
unit requiring the usual annual overhaul, 
it would be more economical to return the 
units to. the Leyton works.

From Our Own Corr dents 
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BAHAMAS.—A contract for a 550ft. 
extension to the main wharf, and other 
improvement work on the harbour at Nassau, 
has been awarded to Sir Robert McAlpine 
and Sons (Bahamas) Limited. The work is 
expected to start in July and will increase 
the length of the Prince George Wharf to 
1,150ft. This project, which is expected to 
cost £217,000, is the first one to be under- 
taken by McAlpine in the Bahamas. 


CEYLON.—The Special Commissioner 
for Colombo has submitted to the Ministry 
of Local Government a plan for the com- 
plete re-sewering of the city and a request 
for a loan to cover the project from the 
Local Loans and Development Fund... . 
The USA has offered Ceylon a loan of 
Rs.50m. at two per cent. per annum repay- 
able over 20 years to finance the building 
of a second Medical College at the Univer- 
sity of Ceylon at Peradeniya. 


IRAN.—A further contract of £250,000 
has been placed for the supply of a textile 
mill at Shahi, Iran, by the Plan Organisation 
of Iran, with Taylor Woodrow (Building 
Exports) Ltd., of London, marketing mem- 
bers of the Arcon Group of prefabricated 
building manufacturers. The new contract 
represents a ‘ doubling up’ of the order for 
a mill, worth over £250,000, placed last year. 
The second mill will be over 580ft. long and 
cover an area of 235,000 sq. ft. The new 
mill will be constructed on a site undergoing 
rapid development at Shahi, which is on 
the Caspian Sea. 


. 
IRAQ.—The Development Board are pre- 
paring specifications for new housing pro- 


jects at Hilla, Diwaniyah, Nasiriya and 
Kerbela. The schemes for each of these 
places will comprise — 250-300 houses. 


Calls for tender were made recently for 
housing schemes at Kut and Amara. Pre- 
liminary studies are proceeding on the 
following road construction projects: 
Kirkuk-Koysanjak, Baiji-Qayara, Diwani- 
yah - Kufa, Kiwaniyah - Nasiriya, Kut- 
Nasiriya. A call for tender will probably 
be announced later this year for the Kirkuk- 
Diltawa-road, which it is understood will 
be split into three sectors. The Develop- 
ment Board’s consultants for the Basra 
project, Ewbank & Partners 
(British), have also been engaged to study 
and survey the establishment of high volt- 
tage transmission lines in southern Iraq. 
The Dutch firm, Waterloopkundig Labora- 
torium (Delft) have been appointed by the 
Development Board to carry out a hydraulic 
survey and study for fhe possible construc- 
tion of a corniche on the river front in 
Baghdad. A preliminary report is to be 
made late next year... . Among the several 
projects envisaged in the coming years, and 
now at the tendering stage, are: public 
buildings for Surchinar Housing Scheme, 
the construction of the Rumaitha Drainage 
Pumping Station and buildings, the con- 
struction of the Abbasiyat Bridge contracts 
for which have been assigned to the Swedish 
concern Skanska and the Iraqi firm F. A. 
Kettaneh and Co., Ltd. 


ITALY .—Final plans have been prepared 
for the completion of the ring road round 
Rome. The cost of the additional works 


is expected to total 638m. lire, of which 
449m. is for road work and the remainder 
for the purchase of land. Work on the 
Mont Blanc tunnel is expected to begin at 
the end of May. 


NETHERLANDS. — The _ Rotterdam 
Town Council has earmarked over 65m. 
florins for the initial stages of the construc- 
tion of the 2,325 acre harbour complex at 
the mouth of the new waterway to be 
called ‘Europort.” It was announced that 
the first facilities in the new port area are 
expected to be ready during 1960, and that 
berthing will then be available for ships up 
to 65,000 tons. Flushing harbour is also 
being extended to serve large tankers and 
work on a new project will start in August. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The Auckland office 
of the Ministry of Works has been granted 
£610,000 to complete the .£1m. 24-mile 
North Shore motorway leading to the har- 
bour bridge approaches. Its completion is 
planned to coincide with the opening of the 
mile-long bridge in 14 months. 


VENEZUELA .—Four Dutch companies 
are to establish a joint enterprise in 
Venezuela under the name ‘Secosca.” A 
site and factory have ‘been purchased near 
Maracaibo. The two major companies 
concerned are Werkspoor, of Amsterdam, 
and the Thomassen Engineering Co. 


£24m. Contract for London Firm 


A contract worth £24m. for the recon- 
struction of the airport at Nadi, Fiji islands, 
has been awarded by the New Zealand 
Ministry of Works to Taylor Woodrow 
(Overseas) Ltd., in association with Messrs. 
D. B. Waite, of Auckland, New Zealand, it 
was announced in New Zealand and London 
on May 13. 

When completed in December, 1959, the 
airport will be able to handle the largest 
types of jet air liners. The contract includes 
the extension of existing runways, aprons 
and taxi tracks. It will involve 3 million 
cub. yds. of excavation and the placing of 
80.000 cub. yds. of concrete. 

Work begins in June, when a team of 
specialists from the Taylor Woodrow Group 
will have arrived at the site. 


ONTARIO ASSOCIATION OF 
ARCHITECTS’ CONVENTION 


New Building Materials Exhibition 


THe ANNUAL EXHIBITION of new building 
materials and techniques organised by the 
Ontario Association of Architects in con- 
junction with their Convention will be held 
in the Royal York Hotel, Toronto, on 
February 6 and 7, 1959. 

The prime purpose of this exhibition is 
to display materials, equipment and tech- 
niques which are new in character or which 
may not be familiar to Ontario architects 
in general. The committee in charge of the 
exhibition is anxious to ensure that as many 
architects as possible are interested in the 
show, and with this in view require all 
exhibits to be submitted for the approval 
of the Convention Committee; the materials, 
equipment and techniques considered to 
have the greatest appeal to the architects 
will be selected. It is important that the 
material being exhibited should be readily 
available. 

Regulations concerning the 1959 Exhibi- 
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tion are not yet available, but it is believed 
they will be on the lines of those issued 
for the 1958 Exhibition. 

This provides, in Canada, the only real 
opportunity in the year for manufacturers 
to show, and for architects to inspect, new 
building materials and techniques and their 
use and application in construction. UK 
firms interested in taking part in this event 
should get in touch, either directly or 
through their agents, with the Secretary, 
Ontario Association of Architects, 50, Park- 
road, Toronto.

SOUTH AFRICAN BUILDING 


ROM South Africa, Barclays Bank DCO 
reports in its current issue of ‘ Over- 
seas Review,’ that building plans passed in 
the nine principal urban areas of the Union 


during the first quarter of this year totalled 


just under £16m., representing an increase 
of £2.9m. over the corresponding period last 
year. The rise has been due mainly to 
increases of £1.9m. in plans passed for resi- 
dentia] buildings (chiefly flats). 

Local government and provincial con- 
tracts have had a beneficial effect on the 
ievel of operations within the industry in 
the East London area. 

In Rhodesia, says the Bank, architects 
have reported a considerable amount of 
work to go out to tender and no reduction 
in the attraction of overseas capital for 
investment in new buildings. The Bank 
states that in Salisbury alone, the following 
tenders are expected to be requested in the 
near future (the figures given are estimates 
only): University Library: £200,000; S.A. 
Mutual Building, £250,000; Salisbury Club, 
£250,000; New City Club, £150,000; Rho- 
desian Selection Trust Building, £500,000; 
Shell Company Building, £300,000; S.A. 
Timber Company building, £300,000; Nor- 
thern Assurance building, £150,000; and 
hostels at Harari, £100,000. 

The Bank also reports on the state of the 
industry in Kenya. During 1957, building 
development costing £8,050,000 was com- 
pleted, compared with £9,070,000 in 1956. 
Over £5m. worth was in Nairobi, and over 
£14m. in Mombasa. Work has started on 
the design of a new military cantonment at 
Kahawa near Nairobi which will cost 
between £2 and £3m.

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New Ness Bridge Planned 


JT NVERNESS Town Council decided last 

week to adopt a plan for a three-span 
prestressed concrete bridge to replace the 
existing suspension bridge over the River 
Ness, subject to the approval of the Scot- 
tish Home Department and the Minister of 
Transport. 

The council originally favoured a single- 
span prestressed concrete bridge, but a 
motion by treasurer W. J. MacKay was 
unanimously approved and the three-span 
bridge adopted instead. The cost of this is 
£280,000, which is £40,000 less than the 
figure of £320,000 given for the single-span 
bridge. 

Mr. P. J. GRESSWELL, a representative of 
the council’s consulting engineers, said that 
construction could not begin in less than 
six months. This did not allow for any 
delay from the Department or the Fine 
Art Commission. The bridge would take 
at least two years to build. 

‘Building Higher’ Exhibition 

IN OPENING an exhibition on ‘ Building 
Higher’ at the Scottish Building Centre, 
Sauchiehall-street, Glasgow, C2, on May 2, 
Mr. J. Nixon-Brown, CBE, MP, said that 
so far there had been comparatively few 
high buildings constructed in Scotland but 
within the next five years a dozen or so 
Scottish towns would have built or be build- 
ing as many as 100 blocks of flats ranging 
from eight to 20 storeys or more in height. 

The exhibition, which remains open until 
May 31, aims to draw attention to factors 
which influence the cost of multi-storey 
housing.

The growing need for power 


As Britain’s industrial efficiency increases, so does 
the need for power. The demand for power doubles 
every ten years. The Electricity Supply Industry 
has already met the doubled demand since Ist 
April, 1948, and has made provision for a similar 
expansion in the next decade. 


Work on the first two nuclear power stations, 
at Berkeley in Gloucestershire and Bradwell in 
Essex, was started in January, 1957, and on the 
third in England, at Hinkley Point in Somerset, 
last September. These three stations will have an 
aggregate of some 850,000 kilowatts. 


The Government’s revised nuclear power station 
programme provides for enough nuclear power 
stations to be completed in the next decade to 
provide 5/6 million kilowatts of generating capacity. 
Provision is also being made for the construction of 
new main transmission lines and the extension of 
the distribution network. 


As the demand for power grows, nuclear 
energy will become more and more im- 
portant as a source of electric power, 
upon which the economic future of the 
country so largely depends.
